THK CUEUKII.LKKO: A NT<5kY OF THE (’ARLftfT WAR. 

It is not. tbc Carlist War of 1871. but; that which raged in 
Spain from 1833 to 1830. The irregular bands, formed and 
led by volunteer captains, practised the sort of desultory 
warfare known as qucrrilhi . The first of our coloured pictures 
is that, of a g Ui'rrilh ro. Let the reader of this etory now look 
well at him. He is a young peasant of sturdy aud active 
frame, dressed in black velveteen jacket and breeches; a 
broad “ fajn ” or sash of scarlet cloth, triply folded to serve as 
pocket and cartridge-belt; a slouched cap of thick felt, the 
red cap, or 14 boina,” which is the badge of his p%rMs&U 
s ‘r vice : long gaiters of leather, and sandals made ox 
the “oMparto” grass or rush, with soles of hemp. A 
large red woollen scarf, the “ manta,” with an oraainenthl 
fringe of ia-sels, may be used for protection from rain 
or cold wind, or to cover him when sleeping in the 
open air at night, It is now loosely thrown over his shoulder, 
Ilin hand grasps a musket or rifle, with his thumb upon its 
cock, ready for instant use. Such is the guerrillero. or petty 
warrior, here posted as sentinel of a mountain pass. 

This hero's name was Pedro Bocerro, of Altoviejo. His 
life had not been confined to his native village. Two years 
before this he bad boon hired as groom, or horse*boy, to attend 
a travelling English gentleman going to the eastern coast 
The journey of Captaiu Barclay was rather hurried, as be was 
eager to meet his daughter, who bad been passing the winter, 
with her uncle and aunt, in the zailfi climate of that Mediter- 
ranean shore.

WeknowhowtheBritish Legion was formed, under Sir DeLacy I 
Evans, to aid the partisans of constitutional freedom in Spain. 1 
One of the half* nay Peninsular oflioers who joined this force ' 
was Captaiu Barclay. B u fc hi:> was to be an un lucky experience of j 
the Carlist war. in the action of March III, 1837, at Hernani, i 
Sir De Lacy Evans attempted to storm the Carlist line* on the I 
hill of Santa Barbara, commanding the passage of the river i 
TTruuma He relied on the support of v,he Royal Marines and 
of Sarsfudd’s Spanish troops. They did not come up. The , 
Carlists sallied forth, and ..inflicted upon Sir De Lacy a severe 
defeat. One English officer, Captain Barclay, was left on the 
ground badly wounded. 

An hanr after this disastrous skirmish he recovered from a 
faintness caused by loss of blood. He was lyiug In the rank 
grass of the river’s bank. A Carlist soldier came down the 
hill, saw, and pitied bis condition. It was Pedro Beoerro. He 
did not at first recognise his former master. But natural feel- 
ings of humanity and the charity of a good Christian inclined 
him, as once before, to help a suffering fellow-oreature. He 
raised the head of his fallen enemy, and pillowed it with a 
bundle of grass, then brought him water to drink and to lave 
his fevered face. Upon a nearer sight of this face he joyfully 
discovered the Caballero Inglese, Captain Barclay, and presently 
made himself known to the Captain.

It is a better game than jour 
butcherly Spanish trick, "making a slaughterhouse of the 
grand show.” 

Pedro, however, naturally thought the t( tfefeas do Espana ” 
superior to all other things in the world. H# retorted that, 
in his opinion, tho Portuguese mode of bull* fighting was only 
fit for milksops and poltroons. 

We may observe that the performers In ft Portuguese bull- 


ring are not hired gladiators, as in Spain. They are all noble 
amateurs, the Count of This, the Marquis of That, and other 
gentlemen of high rank. The exhibition commonly takes 
place under the combined patronage of the Court, the Church, 
and the aristocracy. Its profits are given to pome hospital, 
orphan asylum, or religious mission. 

The appointed day brought a large assembly of all claspes, 
With Pedro Becerro and his Oporto comrade, to behold thi« 
Curious spectacle of Portuguese diversions. They were closely 
hedged together in the douse crowd surrounding the arena.

For hero, in Oporto, 
did he ho#* Or did he not, see Don Hernando do Seguro, the 
Caballero of Valencia, the Carlist Major a^,d aide-de-camp to 
General Cabrera, in the guise of a complete Torero ? The name 
proclaimed* though Spanish, was a fictitious one.

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POST OFFICE REGULATIONS. 

Facility is given to the Post Office in the discharge of its daily duties, and 
greater security afforded to the public, by careful attention to the follow- 
ing:— 

To post all letters, &c., as early as practicable, especially when sent in 
large numbers, as is frequently the case with newspapers mid circulars. 

To make the address legible and complete, giving the name of tlie post 
town, and if there be more than one town in the kingdom of that name, 
or if the post town be not well known, adding the name of the county. 
Letters posted in one part of the United Kingdom and intended for another 
part (as, for example, letter’s posted m England and intended for HcotlOnd) 
should have the name of the country to which they are sent added to the 
other part of the address. The number of the house, too, if in a street, is 
a great assistance. 

To see that every letter, newspaper, or other packet sent by post is 
securely folded and fastened. Sealing-wax will not easily adhere to th© 
gummed portion of an envelope. When postage stamps arc remitted they 
should be inclosed m paper sufficiently thick to prevent them being seen or 
felt through th© cover. It should be remembered that every packet has to 
1 h* several times handled, and that even when in the mail-bag it is exposed 
to pressure and friction Unless, therefore, the article be light and pliant 
it should be inclosed in strong paper, linen, parchment, or some other 
material which will not readily tear or break. The observance of this pre- 
caution is especially necesmary whenever any fragile articles of value arc 
ionvarded by post. These should always lie inclosed in a wooden or tin 
box. Owing b' neglect of these precautions many postal packets burst 
open, causing mucb trouble to the department, and risk to the owners, it 
being sometimes impossible to determine to what packet a particular article 
belongs. 

All inland letters and packets which, from tlie way they arc folded or 
packed, obviously contain j ©well ivy or watches, and which have not been 
duly tendered for registration, must be eornpulsonly registered and charged 
a double registration fee of 8(1., in flic same manner as letters containing 
coin. Letters, however, must not be registered on the morn suspicion that 
i hey routuin any of these articles, nor must there be any prying into them 
for the purpose of ascertaining their contents; and it. is only when, as in 
the ciaso of letters containing coin, there is no doubt that some of the articles 
i numerated are inclosed that, they are to be subjected to this regulation. 
Letter* are often found in post-offices under some of the following con- 
ditions l, posted in such thin covers that their content# are oleal'jy visible * 
2, posted with some of the contents protruding from the covers ; :j, posted 
without being sealed or in any way closed against inspection ; 4, accidentally 
come open in transit. Under any of those circumstances there will be no 
difficulty in determining whether th© contents are such na to bring the 
letter within the rule. 

When complaint is mad© of letters or newspapers lost, miscarried or 
delayed, furnish information us precise as possible regarding oil the 
faots of the case, and inclose whatever documents may throw light upon 
it. The day and hour at which the letter or newspaper was pent ©a, as well 
as the office at which and the person by whom this was done, should always 
be stated ; and, when possible, the cover or wrapper iu an entire Btale 
should be sent

Obliterations or alterations are dangerous, and when oi necessity made, 
ought to be signed by the testator and witnesses. 

Marriage af tor making a will renders the will void. 

It is not indispensable for a witness to know the contents of a will, which 
may be so folded as 1 o prevent any other portion than the signature and 
attestation clauses being read.

FRUIT AND LEAF FTECES. 

Three of our Colour-Printed Illustrations consist of natural- 
looking pictures of some familiar botanical objects, which may as 
well bo taken together in whatever is worth saying about them. 
Acorns, and the bramble and other common berries, with that 
culled the strawberry, which is properly not a berry, as they say ; 
and the drupes or stone-fruit of a species of palm, dropped by 
chance amidst the fohage ol‘ the Lamium purpurann, or rod dead 
nettle — these are the simple themes of our present brief remarks. 
But Nature has a way of putting a great (leal of wonderful and 
beautiful contrivance into very ordinary things of life. All that 
belongs to the vegetable reproductive processes and their organic 
instruments, the flower, the fruit, and the seed of plants, is a per- 
petual miracle, far transcending the stupendous display of merely 
physical forces in the solar system mid the stellar universe to our 
farthest ken. There are mysteries here* quite beyond the reach of 
science. 

’The mighty British oak, as must have been discerned by a super- 
ficial observer, lias a variety of forms in this country. But they 
may be resolved into the two principal kinds — wavy-leaved and 
tlat-leaved; the former being a massive tree of wayward and 
irregular gi’ow’th, with very tortuous branches, and with its leaves 
all lying in different planes. The flat -leaved oak lias a more com- 
pact and symmetrical form, with branches nearly horizontal, mid 
the leaves disposed in parallel directions. Now, one feature of bo- 
tanical dstinetion between them is found «iu the sessile or stalkle^s 
position, in tin* fiat-leaved oak, of its little yellowish tufted catkins, 
which must pass for flowers. The oak-nut, or ncorn, in this case has 
to do without peduncles, but. is shorter ami thicker than the ueoru of 
Qfrrrrus robitr. This may not nl first sight appear such a Ntiipendniis 
fact, as to demand tlmt we should wonder at it. ; but if wo compim* 
the acorns of the tivo different spenos, cutting them open and 
dissecting the embryo itself, wall any microscope reveal to ns the 
source of tlieir essential vninl ion Y So likewise in the reproduction 
of the atimml races, and the luces, nations, and families of mankind, 
nml even the offspring of individual human parents, it is a min- 
vt -lions secret of undue by what means the special charnel eristics of 
em.li variety art* maintained through successive generations. 

Instead of these acorns. Jet us fancy a lew clusters of hazel-nut, \ 
thrown upon the ground along w ith those sprigs of bramble, loadi d 
with suehnpe and luscious hlackhcnies, above which u belated 1ml- 
tcrtly is tempted to pause m Ins last bngeung flight. They are mine 
likely to be seen lying under the suin' liedge-row , mid tin* school- 
boy’s njppetitc tor rustic dainties will have associated these mu 
and hemes m many a pleasuiit remembrance of the plucking and 
eating thereof-. From a botanical point of view, how mi, 
the acorn and the hazel-nut may equally be regarded as 
examples of one form or mode of structure foi ile* pro- 
tection of seed --namely, that by which it. is encased m 
a hard outer shell. The Iruit, or secd-eowring and s<<d- 
nounshing egg, so to speak, ol a vegetable, win* ii belongs lot lie 
different rowueous plants, shows many varieties ol struct lire- -a?-. 
in the hips mid haws ot roses and briars, tic clierry, the apple, the 
plum, the strawberry, the raspberry, and others nl the **ame order, 
to which we are indebted for so nuuh that delights the palale and 
every sense. Iu the arrangement, ol tin* embryonic purls, with 
relation to the store of album inous substance by whidi their life 
and growth must be sustained, there is scope for great apparent 
differences of method ; but the principle is alike in every kind ot 
fruit. It is the ease and the food of the seeds that. we mn.-l 
readily distinguish. Sometimes, as m the pod of a pea or bean, 
the seed-vessel is made to open by its own valve-action, so as to 
drop the bare sued.', from their placental attachment to the sides of 
its womb. In other eases, as in all proper berries, such as the 
currant, thn grape, and tin* gooseberry, a mass of pulp or sweet 
liquor, in a globe of soft membranes, surrounds the seeds of the 
plant, just, as tins yolk of an egg floats m its dosed eup of nutri- 
tious liquid. Neither of these terms occurs ill that great family oi 
plants to which the bramble is referred. The blackberry, the 
raspberry, and the strawberry are not. true berries, any * more 
than the peach or the pear. Hirre indeed, in the stone-fruit 
of the one and in the porno of the other last mentioned, we find 
two distinct modes of accommodating the seed, which is their 
kernel, imbedded centrally within tlm solid flesh. The kernel of n 
peach-stone has this same germinating function us the pips of an 
apple; but it is not exactly equivalent to the kernel of a nut, for 
that contains not only the seed, but also the feeding substance pro- 
vided to maintain the embryonic growth. The stony ease must 
decay — for it refuses ttf.opon — before ever the seed of a peach -tree 
or a cherry is allowed to strike into the Airth and to raise its 
plumules into the nir, exerting itself for its own livelihood. flow i 
unlike the position of leguminous seeds or thn grains of mi cur ot 
corn, which are scattered with a shake or burst, and thrown loose 
upon the world to take care of themselves J The fleshy pulp or juice 
of succulent fruits, when left to rot upon the ground, mingles with 
the soil in which tlieir seed has to grow: and the future plant is 
thus richly nourished with the best possible manure. 

The bramble, with its fruit and flower, so common in our English 
rural scenery, is apftmtthut we should ill exchange for the exotic 
wonders of a tropical clime, represented in the hot-liouses at Kcw. 
Indeed, by its extensive family connection, including some of the

THE OLD LONDON WATERMAN. 

Formerly the Thames was the great highway for metropolitan 
locomotion ; its banks wore lined with the mansions of the great, 
the nobles kept their own barges, and the old London waterman 
and his wherry were the general and universal medium of convey- 
ance: what the cabmen is to the Londoner of the present day, the 
waterman was to the general public of bis own time. lint with 
the advent of roaches, the improvement, of the streets (whereby 
the use of them became more of a possibility), the extensive 
employment of sedan-chairs, the increase of bridges, and, above 
all, the introduction of steam -boats, a slow but steady decline of 
the waterman’s trade commenced, and continued in an ever- 
aceclomting pace ; they themselves gradually dwindling away in 
numbers and importance. Diluliu's “ 3 oily yeung waterman,” who 
was 4t always first oars with the tine City iadios,” belongs to the 
past ; practically, both be and his 4k trim-built wholly ” have dis- 
appeared from the silent highway;" and the champion sculler 
of England is now most frequently a brawny T\ncside ironworker, 
or some other landsman from north or south, who at first took to

GENTLEMAN'S CARRIAGE OF THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 

This was a cumbrous and gaudy piece of architecture, somewhat 
resembling the Lord Mayor’s coach of modem t ones. Glass windows 
were first, added to coaches at the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and springs about forty years later; so that in the time of 
Arme and the first, two Georges the gentleman's carriage, though 
still a heavy barbaric concern, was an improvi meat on the jolting 
waggons dignified by the name of coaches in the days of Queen 
Bess. Under the seat of the coachman wax carried a box (hence 
the name of coaoh-box) for containing the hammer and other 
tools that might be. wonted to repair damages. This was concealed 
by tlio hammer-cloth, whie.li name is still retained in carriages of 
the pn*sent. day, though no modern Jehu is expet ted to be an 
accomplished carpenter and wheelwright as well as an exp< rienced 
charioteer. Nor was this all uunecessan The travellers in 
coaches had many perils to encounter from collisions wiMi reckless 
carmen by day and from dimly-lighted holes ai.d pits in tlm road 
by night, to which the modern Londoner is a. stranger. 

THE PASSENGER JlOY. 

Before the appearance of the now familiar steam-bouts, the 
passenger traffic down the River Thames was carried on not only 
by means of the watermen’* wherries, hut. also in barges and what 
were called tilt boats — that is, undecked vessels piovided with an 
awning. Those were superseded by the ho>/n, wlmh wore a larger 
species of cruft with a deck, vessels of tin* sloop older. The name 
hoy is derived from tin 1 ! old Trench word w l\i< h possibly 1ms 
some coimetdion with the word hauari in the same language, signi- 
fying a pleasure boat, of which our word u hen i, is u n evident 
corruption. These hoys continued to ply without anv competition 
until the appearance of the first Gravesend steamer in 1810. This 
latter was a vessel of about 70 tons burden and 14-horse power. 
As the number of steamers increased, tin* sailing passage bouts 
gradually declined, and entirely died < ut in 1831. The old 
Margate lioy continued to sail long after Margate had risen 
to the position of a fashionulde watering place. Shu often took 
two days for the voyage and although, in tine weatlmr and 
with a favourable wind, this method oi mulling the Isle of 
Thanet- might be agreeable enough to all w ho were proof against 
sea-sickness, yet, under the influence of contrary winds or a dead 
calm, such a mode of spending one’s tune would bo anything but 
cheerful. 

BELL’S STEAMER, THE COMET. 

Our Illustration, taken from “ Wooderoft’s Ki.se and Progress of 
Steam Navigation,” represents the first practical steam -boat that 
was employed in Great Britain for the conveyance of passengers. 
In 1812 this vessel, projected by Henry Bell, a tavern-keeper, began 
regularly to ply on the Clyde between Glasgow and Greenock. This 
vessel was quickly followed by others of greater power, ami m less 
than five years’ time the new idea had been put inLo practical 
operation on the Thames also. 

8TEPIT EN BON’ 8 LOCOMOTIVE, THE « ROCKET.” 

George, and his son Itobert Stephenson wore the founders of 
modern railway travelling. Their locomotive called the “ Rocket ” 
won a £600 prize oflered by the directors of the Liverpool and 
Manchester Hallway in 1829, and it was the first that, ran upon the 
new line. Compared to a modem locomotive the Rocket was but 
an infant. It only cost about £650 ; weighed, with its tender, 
between seven and eight tons ; and its greatest speed was about 


twenty-four miles an hour. Some modem engines cost £2000 or 
more; woigli, with their tenders, forty -live tons; and have tho 
power of attaining a speed of more than sixty miles an hour.

Railway An juknth. — The return of the railway accidents in the United 
Kingdom in 1874 shows 87 passengers killed and 1822 injured from pauses 
beyond their own control, and 12t> passengers killed and 308 inpnvd 
through their own misconduct or want of caution. All four number's are, 
we believe, larger than in any previous year. The totals ore 212 pusseiigers 
killed and 1990 injured. There were 80 passengers killed in accidents 
occurring to trains, j) by falling- out of railway carriages while travelling, 
22 by falls While getting into nr out of trains, 49 by falling between carriage 
and platforms, 38 while crossing the line at stations, 2 by falling down stairs 
at stations, ana 17 by other accidents. Including servants of Die companies 
and of contractors, and also trespassers, suicides, people passing over level 
crossings. &c., tb»rre were in all 1426 persons killed and 6060 injured by rail- 
way accidents in 1874. * e 

Statistics ok Human Link.— Tin* total number of human beings on the 
earth is now upwards of 1 ,000,090, OHO. They speak 3034 tongues, in which 
upwards of 1100 religions are preached. The average duration of life is 
33A years. On© fourth of those born die before the seventh and one hall’ 
before the seventeenth year Out of 100 persona only 6 reach the age of 00 
and upwards, while Only 1 in 1000 arrives at 100. Out of 600 only 1 attains 
80 years. Of the 1,000,000, W0 living persons 833,000,000 die annual! v, 
91 ,000 daily, 8780 every hour, 60 every minute, consequently l every second. 
The loss is, however, balanced by the gain in new births. Marriages are 
in proportion to tragic life (bachelors and spinsters) as 100 to 75. Both 
births and deaths are more frequent in tho night. than in the day. One 
fonrUi of men are capable of bearing arms, but not 1 in 1000 is by nature 
inclined for the profession.

POPULATION OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

Prkviodb to 1801 there existed no official return of the population of either 
England or Scotland ; nor was it till 1813 that statesinoti had un) tiling more 
than Hunniso to guido them respecting Ireland, and the Census then taken 
of that eountiy was fur from correct.

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« POST OFFICE REGULATIONS. 

When complaint is made of letters or newspapers lost, miscarried or 
delayed, furnish information as precise as possible regarding all the 
facts of the case, and inclose whatever documents may throw light upon 
it. The day and hour at, which the letter or newspaper was posted, as well 
as the oifl.ee at which and the person by whom this was done, should always 
ho stated ; and, when possible, the cover or wrapper in an entire state 
should be sent. 

RATES OP POSTAGE ON INLAND LETTERS. 

The rates of postage to be prepaid are as follow, viz ■ 

For a letter not exceeding 1 os Id.

A letter exceeding the weight of 12 oz. is liable to a postage of Id. for 
every ounce, beginning with the first ounce. A letter, for example, weighing 
between 14 oz. and 15 oz. must be prepaid Is. 3d. 

All inland letters must be prepaid in stamps. A letter posted unpaid is 
chargeable on delivery with double postage ; and if insufficiently prepaid is 
chargeable with double the deficiency.

Martin’s- le-Grand, and at 
the head district and branch offices in London, on payment of the ordinary 
fee of 4d., is 6.30 p.m. ; or on payment of a late f< » of 4d. in addition to 
tho registration-fts>, the latest time is fi p.m. At the town receiving- houses 
the latest time for registering letters for the night mails is 5 p m. Registered 
letters are not forwarded by the midnight despatches. For the day mails to 
the provinces, Ireland, Scotland, France, and the Continent generally, and 
for the colonial and foreign mails via Southampton, litter* can be regis- 
tered at the chief office, and at the head district and branch offices, at the 
ordinary fee between 6 and 7.30 p.m , and at the town receiving-houses be- 
tween 6.30 and 7.30 p.m. the previous evening. 

Overcharged Letters.— O vercharges are returned between the hours of 
10 and 4, on presenting the overoliargt d letters at, the office for the s de of 
stamps, &c., at the General Post Office. Or the letter may be sent to the 
office by the letter-earner of the district, and the overcharge will be returned 
with the letter in two days. 

Postage Stamps, &<l — P ostage stamps and stamped envelopes are sold at 
the chief office and at Lombaid-slreet between the hours of 7 a.m. and 7.30 
p.m.; at the Western district office between 7 a.m. end 7.30 p.m. ; at the 
other district offices and thy Charing-cross branch office between 8 a.m. 
and 7.30 p.m.; and at the receiving-houses between 8 a.m. and ti p.m., 
Sundays excepted. 

LETTERS “ TQ BE CALLED FOR.” 

The* Poste Restente being intended solely for the accommodation of 
strangers and travellers who have no permanent abode m London, letters 
for residents in London must not be addressed “ Tost Office till called for.” 
Letters addressed to “Initials” or “Fictitious Names” at the Poste 
Restante, or any district or bianch office, arc return*^ to the writers. 
Letters may not bo redirected from a private address to tho Post Kestante. 

All persons applying for letters at the Poste Kostanle must be prepared to 
give the necessary particulars to the clerk on duty, in order to prevent 
mistakes and to ensure the delivery of the letters to th« persons to whom 
they properly belong. 

Letters for passengers on board the Cunard and Trim an packets for 
America touching at Queenstown, or on board the Mediterranean p-w-kets 
about to soil from Southampton with the mails for India, Australia, Chinn, 
&c., may he posted in any part of the Uuited Kingdom up to tb<* time at 
which ordinary registered letters to go by the same packets arc received. 
They must bo registered, and the pontage and registration fee must be fully 
prepaid, and they must tie addressed to the care of tho commander of the 
packet. 

Letters for passengers on board the Canadian packets touching at Lon- 
donderry may, under similar conditions, be pasted up to the same time as 
ordinary registered letters for Canada. These must be addressed to the care 
of the officer in charge of the mails. 

The letters should he addressed thus:— “Mr, , on board the mail 

packet for , at Queenstown (Londonderry or Southampton). Care of 

the officer in charge of the mails,” or “care of tho oomiaander of the 
packet ; ” as the case may be. 

letters directed to the cate of the packet agent at Suez, and dispatched 
by tho mail vFi Brindisi, will probably reach passengers for India, &c., who 
have soiled in the packet, which left Southampton the previous week. 


TOWN DELIVERIES. . 

The portion of eaeh district within about tliroo miles of the General Post 
Office is designated the town delivery, and the remainder the suburban 
delivery. 

* SUBURBAN DELIVERIES. 

There are seven despatches doily to the suburban districts. "The first is at 
6.30 a.m. to all places within tho London district limit s ; and includes the 
correspondence by the night mails from the provinces, and by any colonial 
or foreign mails arriving in sufficient time. This delivery is generally com- 
pleted in the nearer suburbs by 9 a.m., and at the more distant places between 
9 and 10 a.m. The second despatch is at 9.80 a.m. to tho nearer suburban 
districts. The third is at 11.30 a.m., and comprises, with a few exceptions, 
every part of the London district. The fourth despatch, at 2.30 p.m., is to 
most of the suburban districts, isolated localities excepted, The fifth despatch , 
at 1.30 p.m., extends to the whole of tho suburban districts, and, except m 
the remoter rural places, the letters are delivered the same evening. The 
sixt h despatch, at 0 p .m . is also to the nt •« ror suburbs. The seventh despatch 
is at 7 p.m. Letters for this despatch posted at the town receiving houses 
and pillar boxes by 6 p.m., or at the chief office of the district to which they 
are addressed by 7.80 p.m., arc delivered the same evening at all the principal 
places within about six miles of the General Post Office. At the more distant 
places the letters are delivered early the following morning. 

THE NEWSPAPER HALFPENNY POSTAGE 
applies to any publication consisting wholly or in great part ot political or 
other nows, or. of articles relating thereto, or to other current topics, with 
or without advertisements, and published at intervals of not more than 
seven days; and for each newspaper, whether posted singly or in a packet,, 
the prepaid postage is ouo halfpenny. Every newspaper must be ho fold* a 
as to admit of the title being read. No packet of newspapers must exceed 
14 lb. weight nor 2 ft. in length. 

In order that no failure may occur in the delivery of newspapers through 
the covers becoming detached, it is recommended that the addresses be 
written on exposed parts of the newspapers themselves as well as on the 
covers. 

Colonial and Foreign.— Under the powers given to the Postmastcr- 
Geneiul by the Post Office Act, 1870, the regulayons relating to the rtgis- 
tration of publications for transmission abroad as Newspapers have been 
revised. The definition laid down m the Act, in regard to uowtfp'ipris 
wSiioh may he registered for transmission through the post in tho I Tinted 
Kingdom, is alike applicable to those which may be registered for trans- 
mission Hbroad, except, that for for* ign transmission a newspaper may be 
published at intervals of thirty-one days, and Umt it (but not its supple- 
ment) may be printed on sheets stitched together. Newspapers going abroad 
are also subject to the following regulations: — “Prices Gun cut” and 
“Market Reports,” but not private price-lists or trade catalogues, are ad- 
mitted to the same pimleges as newspapers far foreign trauMin^iou. Pub- 
lications registered fur transmission abroad must He post* si within eieht 
days from the date of publication, including the day of publication, other- 
wise they will be rejected. It is Unbidden to introduce into Russia, through 
the post,, political newspapers of any kind, and therefore they must be 
obtmned through the agency of some established bookseller. Printed price- 
currents, in covers open at both ends, are not forbidden. 

Book Post.— A Book-Packet may contain not, only books, paper, or other 
substance in 01 dinar y use for writing or printing, whether plain or wntt* n 
or printed upon (to the exclusion ot any written letter or communication of 
the nature of a letter) ; photographs, when not on glass or in frames con- 
taining glass or any like substance, and anything usually apperi Mining to 
such articles in the way of binding and mounting, or neoest-aiy for their 
safe transmission by post, but also Circulars, when those ore wholly or ui 
great part printed, engraved, or lithographed. Tho postage js one half- 
penny for every 2 oz., or fraction of that weight. A packet posted wholly 
unpaid Will be charged with double the book -postage; and, if posted 
partially prepaid, with double tho deficiency. Every book-meket must be 
posted either without a cover or in a cover open at noth onus, and in such 
a manner as tyj admit of the contents being Phaily withdraw n for exam 1 na- 
tion , otherwise it will be trea< si as a letter. No book -packet may contain 
anything Healed or otherwise closed against inspection; mu- must there be 
any letter, nor any communication of the nature of a letter, whelh**i sepa- 
rate or otherwise, ’unless th" whole of such letter or communication be 
printed. It must not exceed 6 lb. in w* ighfc and 18 in. in length. 

"Willi regard to tho newspaper post, it is neocawiiy to draw attention to 
the rules of tin inland newspajws post, which appear to be imperfectly 
understood. First, packet,, containing t wo or more newspapers, und exec* *d - 
mg 2ftz.in weight ,n re frequently posted with only a halfpenny stamp affixed 
to them; secondly, nowspapen are frequently found to have inehnjttrcM, 
other than HUwplemcnts. in them those uielosures being sometimes actual 
letters. The rules upon these points a re clearly laid down 111 the " British Postal 
Guide.”

POST OFFICE TELEGRAPHS. 

The charge for telegram* throughout the United Kingdom, including the 
Channel Islands and the Isle of Man, but excepting the Bcilly, Orkney, and 
Shetland Islands, is Is. for the first twenty words, and 8d. for every 


additional five words — i.e., for every additional group of not more than five 
words ; the names and addresses of the sender and reoeiver not being 


counted. _ ,, 

If the addressee resides at a greater distance than three miles from the 
terminal telegraph office, porterage is diargod for delivery by mounted 
messengers at the rate of Is. per double mile, except in the case of telegrams 
for Ireland, where the charge is only 8d. per double mile. 

If the sender requires his telegram to be forwarded by post or by twin 
from the terminal telegraph office he must write the words by post or 
“ by train " in the spaoe provided for that purpose at the foot of the 
message. ._ , 

Telegrams written on the proper forms and properly prepaid may he 
handed to rural messengers who are proceeding to post telegraph-omees for 
transmission therefrom. t .. 

Telegrams written in any European language are charged for according 
to the number of words they oontain; but all unintelligible words not 
forming part of any European language are charged for as if each syllable 
were one word. Should the word not be composed of syllables, then five 
letters are considered as equal to one word. «... . 

Telegrams may be repeated at the request of the sender, if he aemres to 
adopt this extra security agaihst risk of error, by being resignalled from 
each office at which they we received to the office from which they are for- 
warded. The charge for repetition is one half the ordinary tariff ; fractions 
of threepence being reckoned as twopence. 

The cost of a reply to a telegram may be prepaid ; and prepaid reply pass 
will then be delivered to the addressee, who will be at liberty to send hu» 
reply, from any postal telegraph station, at any time within two months 
after the date of the original telegram. 

Number'd expressed m figures" in an inland telegram are counted m so 
many words, acoording to t!fe number of figures employed. For example 
“ 7 ” counts as one word, “ 12” as two words, “385 as three words. 

The department is not liable for losses incurred through the incorrect 
transmission, delay, or non-dclivory of telegrams. 

Telegraph offices are, as a rule, open from 8a.m, to 8 p.m. on week days, 
and from 8 a.m. to 10 a.m. on Sunday. There are, however, offices in 
several of tho larger towns winch are open for longer periods; and at 
certain offices in London and in tho country there is attendance con- 
tinuously during the day and night, both on week days and Sundays.

GENERAL POSTAL UNION. 

In accordance with the provisions of an international treaty concluded 
at Berne on Oct. 9 last, the whole of the States of Europe, the United States 
of America, and Egypt formed themselves into a General Postal Union for 
the reciprocal exchange of correspondence, and agree to adopt low and uni- 
form rates of correspondence dispatched from one State of the Union to 
another. These provisions, which extend to letters, post cards* newspapers 
and other printed papers, patterns of merchandise, and legal ana com- 
mercial documents, takes effect at once ; but in the case of France no change 
will bo made before Jan. 1, 1870.

The transmission of 
letters containing gold or silver money, jewels or valuable articles, or any- 
thing liable to Customs duties, through wo post to any of the countries and 
places named in the table is prohibited. 

Foreign Post-Cards.— The post-cards which have been manufactured 
for use in this country bear on impressed stamp of the value of lid. The 
additional postage, therefore, required in those cases where they will be for- 
warded via France must be prepaid by means of adhesive stamps to be 
affixed to the cards, On the front or stamped side of a post-card nothing 
must be written or printed except the address. 

Newspapers. — The ordinary charge on a newspaper addressed to any 
country of the Union is Id. per 4 oz. But, for the present, the charge on 
newspapers sent through iranoe, except to Belgium, will b^2d. per 4 oz. 
In all cases the postage must be prepaid. 

Printed Papers. — Under the term “ Printed Papers ** are comprehended 
stitched or bound books, pamphlets, music, visiting-cards, circular, cata- 
logues, prospectuses, announcements, and notices of various kinds, whether 
printed, engraved, or lithographed, as well as photographs. Printed papers 
must, as a rule, contain no writing, mwiuscript figure or mark whatever, 
beyond a simple stroke marking a particular passage of tho text to which it 
is desired to oall attention. But proofs of printing or of musio may have 
corrections npou them made with a pen, and may have manuscripts not of 
the nature of a letter annexed to them, the corrections or manuscripts to 
relate exclusively to the text or the execution of the work. Circulars, 
notices, &c., may bear the signature of the sender, with his trade or pro- 
fession, and may also indicate tho place of origin and the date. In the case 
of books, a manuscript dedication or a complimentary inscription from the 
author will bo allowed. Stock or share-lists, prices current, and market re- 
ports, printed or lithographed, may have the prices added in writing or by 
means of any impression whatever. 

Lhi vl and Commercial Documents.— Legal and commercial documents 
may be forwarded at the same charge as printed papers. Under the term 
“legal and commercial documents’* are comprised Acts or deeds of all 
kinds drawn up by public functionaries and invoices, copies, or extracts. 

Patterns ok Merchandise.— Patterns or samples of merchandise may be 
forwarded at the same charges as printed papers to any part of the countries 
of the Union under the following conditions 1. They must be placed m 
bags, or boxes, or in envelopes the fastenings of which are removable so as 
to admit of an easy examination. 2. The patterns and samples must not 
have any saleable value nor bear any MS. writing other than the name or 
tho trade or profession of the sender, the address of the person for whom 
tho packet is intended, a trade mark, numbers, and prices. 

New St ami* or the Value of Twopencb-Halfpenny.— F or the con- 
venience of persons corresponding with the countries of the Union, a new 
adhesive postage-stamp of the value of 2jd. lias been issued, and may be

ECLIPSES, 1876. 

In’ the year 1876 there will be two Eclipses of the Hun and two of the Moon-

tho eclipse will be at 6h. 21m. in the morning, Greenwich mean time; its 
middle will be at Oh 21iu., and the Moon will set 12m. after this time, or 
at (ill. 83m. a in. Part, only of this eclipse will therefore be visible from 
England The eclipse will end at 7h 21m. At the time of tho beginning 
of the eclipse the Moon will be in the zenith of a place whose longitude is 
77 deg 46 min. west of Greenwich, and in 5 deg north latitude ; at the middle 
►lie will be in the zenith of a place whose longitude is 92 dog. 20 min. west 
and in latitude 4 deg. 40 min. north ; and at tho end slie will be in the 
zenith of a place whose longitude is 106 deg. 60 min. west, and in 4 deg. 
25 mm nmtli latitude. At the time of the greatest phase nearly one 
third part of the diameter will lie obscured. 

The second will be an annular eclipse of the Hun on March 25, invisible 
from Europe. The central eclipse begins generally at 6h. 39m. p.m., Green- 
wich mean time, in longitude 17 1 dog. 25 mm. cost, and latitude 9 dog. 
north ; and the central eclipse ends generally at 9li. 31m. p.m , in longitude 
46 deg 5 nun. west, and latitude 67 deg. north. This eclipse will bo visible 
from North America and the North l’aeific Ocean. 

Tho .third eclipse is a partial eclipse ol the Moon on Hept. 8. It begins 
ut Hli. 15m. p.m , and is visible, as tho Moon on this day rises at 41h. 
41m p n»., or lh 34m before the eclipse begins ; the middle of the 
eclipse will la* at 9h. 22m. p.in., when somewhat more than ono-thml 
of the diameter will be obscured Tho eclipse ends ut loh. 29m. p.m. 
At the tune of the middle of tin* eclipse the Moon will be in the zenith 
ot a place whose longitude is 39^ deg. east, and latitude 7 deg. 55 m in. 
south 

The fourth and lost eclipse of this year will bo a total eclipse of the Hun 
on Sept 17-18 It will not be visible from Europe. It will tiegin on the 
Earth generally at 7h. 12m. p.m. on the 17tli, mean time at Greenwich, in 
longitude 160 deg. 12miu. east, and latitude 10 deg. ncaily north. The 
central eclipse begins at 8h 16m. p m and ends at llh. 22m p m , in longi- 
tude H5 deg. west and latitude 59 deg. 36 nun south. The eclipse ends on 
the Earth generally at Oh 26m. am., on Sept. 18, in longitude 100 deg. 
west, and latitude 48 deg 20 mm. south. It will be visible + rom Australia 
and the South Pacific Ocean 

TIIE EXPENDITURE OF THE METROPOLITAN 
BOARD OF AVORKS. 

The expenditure of the Metropolitan Board is estimated to amount duiing 
the year 1875 to £827,194. A year since it. was placed at £750,790; while 
two years previously it had been estimated at £017,130. The expenditure 
of the hoaid is giowmg with regularity ut the rate of £70,000 a year. The 
l cntul of the metropolis is rather less than £21,000,000 a year A penny 
rate on a rental of £21,000,000 produces £87,500 a year, bo that the annual 
addition to the expenditure of the Metiopoiitun Board is very nearly 
equivalent to the addition of a penny to the rates of the metropolis. And 
this addition to the rates lias practically been made. In 1872 the rate de- 
manded was equivalent to a rate of 2 OSd , in 1874, or two years after- 
wards, it amounted to 4 4 Id. ; while in the prosont year it i caches 6 27d. 
Next year wo may look forward to a sixpenny rate, and, in all probability, 
this sum will be gradually raised in future years to a very much higher 
impost. 

Tho most important item in tho expenditure of tho board is the charge of 
its debt. The charge of the debt amounted

issued. No addition was made to tho amount in 1872, but the Con- 
solidated Stock increased m 1873 to £5,411,011, and in 1874 to £8 011011 
£4.500,000 of Consolidated Stock was, m other words, raised in two yearn! 
Tins debt was, however due to the conversion of some of the earlier loans of 
the board into Metropolitan Stock. In 1872 the earlier loans of the board 
cost tho ratepayers £236,000 a year. In the present year their ohanre has 
boon reduced to £172,000. Tho difference mainly arises from the conversion 
of the other securities of the board into Three-and-a-Half per Cent Stock. 
But, when the fullest deduction is made on this account, the debt of the 
board must bo admitted to be increasing with very great rapidity tw 
year tho board estimated that they would require £1,583,000 for various 
improvements . They actually spent upwards of £2,045,000 On works of this 
character. 'This year they are contemplating an expenditure of only 
£935, 0(X), but the experience of lust year justifies an apprehension that the 
estimate will be largely exceeded by the reality.

I monel of food, arid deluding the finny simpleton to expire in noed- 
j loss torment ? It. would seem less objectionable, in the estimation 


of a delicate moral sensibility, to capture the silly tribes by the use 
of a n«'t. We do not mean, however, to uphold tins observation 
against the practice of fly-fishing by masculine adults. Only, one 
has to consider how far one would be inclined to approve of it, and 
to explain or defend its propriety, in directing the pursuits and plea- 
sures of an innocent child, more especially of a little girl.

All inland letters must be prepaid in stamps. A letter posted unpaid is 
chargeable on delivery with double postage ; and if insufficiently prepaid is 
ohargeable with double the deficiency. 

SUBURBAN DELIVERIES. 

There are seven despatches daily to the suburban districts. The first is at 
0.80 a.ra. to all plaocs within the London district limits ; and includes the 
correspondence by the night mails from the provinces, and by any oolonial 
or foreign mails arriving in sufficient time. Tliis delivery is generally com- 
pleted in the nearer suburbs by 9 a.m., and at the more distant places between 
9 and 10 a.m. The second despatch is at 9.30 a.m. to the nearer suburban 
districts. The third is at 11.30 a.m., and comprises, with a few exceptions, 
every part of the London district. The fourth despatch, at 2.30 p.m., is to 
most of the suburban districts, isolated localities excepted. The fifth despatch, 
at 4.30 p.m., extends to the whole of the suburban districts, and, exoept in 
the remoter rural places, the letters are delivered the same evening. The 
sixth despatch, at # p.in. is also to the nearer suburbs . The seventh despatch 
is at 7 p.m. Letters for this despatch posted at the town receiving houses 
and pillar boxes by # p.m., or at tne chief office of the district to which they 
are addressed by 7 30 p.m., are delivered th»* same evening at. all the principal 
places within about six miles of the General Post Office. At the more distant 
places the letters are delivered early the following morning. 

THE NEWSPAPER HALFPENNY POSTAGE 
applies to any pubbeation consisting wholly or in great part of political or 
other news, or of articles relating thereto, or to other current topics, with 
or without advertisements, and published at intervals of not more than 
seven days ; and for each newspaper, whether posted singly or in a packet, 
the prepaid postage is one halfpenny. Every newspaper must be so folded 
as to admit of the title being read. No packet of newspapers must execed 
14 lb. weight nor 2 ft. in length. 

Book Post. -A Book -Packet may containnot only books, paper, or other 
substance in ordinary use for writing or minting, whether plain or written 
or printed upon (to the exclusion of any written letter or communication of 
the nature of a letter) ; photographs, when not on glass or in frames con- 
taining glass or any like substance, and anything usually appertaining to 
such articles in tile way of binding and mounting, nr necessary for their 


such articles in tile way of binding and mounting, nr necessary for their 
safe transmission by post, but also Circulars, when these are wholly or in 
great part printed, engraved, or lithographed. The postage is one half- 
penny for every 2 oz , or fraction of that weight. A packet posh'd wholly 
unpaid will be charged with double the bouk-postnge ; and, if posted 
partially prepaid, with double the deficiency. Every book -packet must be 
posted either without a cover or in a cover open at both endB, and in such 
a manner as to admit, of the contents being easily withdrawn for examina- 
tion ; otherwise it will he treated as a letter. No book -packet may contain 
anything sealed or othoi wisp closed against inspection; not* must there be 
any letter, nor any communication of the nature of a letter, whether sepa- 
rate or otherwise, unless the whole of such letter or communication be 
printed. It must not exceed 5 lb. in weight and tHin. in length. 

POST OFFICE TELEGRAPHS. 

The charge for telegrams throughout, the United Kingdom, including the 
Channel Islands and the IhIc of Man, but excepting the Scilly. Orkney, and 
Shetland Islands, is Is for the first twenty words, and 8d. for every 
additional five words— i o., for every additional group of not rnorp than five 
words ; the names and addresses of the sender and receiver not being counted. 

MONEY ORDERS 

are issued at the chief district offices and at the branch office, 
TiOznbardVstreet and Charing-eroas, between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. ; on Satur- 
days between 10am. and 1 pm.; at other branch offices and receiving- 
houses in the town districts between 10 am. and 4 p.m. ; at branch 'offices 
in the suburban districts between 10 am and 5 p.m.; and at receiving- 
houses in the suburban districts between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. On Saturdays 
savings bank deposits are received at. all receiving-offices until 8 p.m. The 
commission on inland money orders is For sums under 10s , Id. ; of 10s 
and under £1, 2d. ; and for every additional pound or fraction of a 
pound, Id 1 . No order is allowed to contain a fractional part of a penny, and 
the printed forms only should be used which are supplied gratuitously.

United Status —Offices have been selected in all the States and territories. 
No single order will be issued for more than 50 dels., but persons desiring to 
remit larger sums can obtain addit ional money orders. The rates of com- 
mission on these money orders will range fivm 0'25 on orders not exceeding 
10 dote., to 1 dol 26c. for over 40 dole, and not exceeding 60 dols.

Rkowstratton .— Letters, post cards, newspapers and other printed papers, 
patterns, and legal and commercial documents addressed to any of the above 
countries may be registered. The registration fee will be 4d. in all cases, 
which, in addition to the postage, must be prepaid. The transmission of 
letter containing gold or silver money, jewels or valuable articles, or any- 
thing liable to Customs duties, through the post to any of the countries and 
places named in the tabic is prohibited. 

Fork i on Tost -Cards. —Tne post-cards which have been manufactured 
for use in this country bear an impressed stamp of the value of ljd. The

Printed Papers.— Under the term “ Planted Papers " are ^pmprehended 
stitched or bound books, pamphlets, music, visiting-cards, circulars, cata- 
logues, prospectuses, announcements, and notices of various kinds, whether 
printed, engraved, or lithographed, as well as photographs. Printed pajiera 
must, as a nils, contain no writing, manuscript figure or mark whatever, 
tieyond a simple stroke marking a particular passage of the text to which it 
is desired to call attention. But proofs of printing or of music, may have 
corrections upon them made with a pen, and may have manuscripts not of 
the nature of a letter annexed to them, the corrections or manuscripts to 
relate exclusively to the text or the execution of tho work. Circulars, 
notices, &«., may bear the signature of the sender, with his trade or pro- 
fession, and may also indicate the place of origin and tho data. In the case 
of books, a manuscript dedication or a complimentary inscription from the 
author will be allowed. Stock or share-lists, prices current, and market re- 
ports, printed or lithographed, may have the prices added in writing or by 
means of any impression whatever. 

Legal and Com micro! a l Docii»»nts.— Legal and oommwcial documents 
muy be forwarded at the same charge as printed papers. Under tho term 
“legal and commercial documents" are comprised Acts or deeds of all 
kinds drawn up by public functionaries and invoices, copies, or extracts. 

Patterns ok Mrrohamiukk. — Patterns or samples ot merchandise may be 
forwarded at the same charges as printed papers to any part of the countries 
of the Union uuderthe following conditions : — 1 . They must be placed in 
hags, or boxes, or in envelopes the fastenings of which are removable so as 
to admit of an easy examination. 2 The patterns and samples must not 
have any salcabla value nor bear any MS. writing other tlian the name or 
the trade or profession of the sender, the address of the person for whom 
the piuiket is intended, a tracte mark, numbers, nnd prices

A letter, exceeding the weight of 12 oz. is liable to a postage of Id. for 
every ounce, beginning with the first ounce. A letter, for example, we i g h i n g 
between 14 oz. and 15 oz. must be prepaid Is. 3d. 

All inland letters must be prepaid in stamps. A letter posted unpaid is 


charged with the deficient postage and an additional rate. 

A letter posted insufficiently prepaid for a place to which prepayment is 
optional is sent forward charged ; the value of the stamps, however, being, 
as n rule, taken into account. 

The same rates are chargeable in this country upon unpaid or insufficiently 
paid letters received from the above-named places. 

No letter for any colony or foreign country may be above two feet in 
length or one foot in width or depth. 

Letters, &c , for Brazil, Montevideo, Pern, Bolivia, anti Chili, if specially 
directed “ By Supplementary Mail, via Bordeaux,” mid posted in time for 
dispatch from London by the Bay Mail oi Friday, will in duo course O' er- 
take, at Bordeaux, the packet dispatched flora Liverpool on the previous 
Wednesday. 

Tetters for such places m Turkey and Asia Minor as have no Austrian 
post office should be addressed to the care of an agent residing in the nearest 
port at, which an Austrian post office luis been established. Letters for 
places on the Tersiun Gulf are forwarded via Bombay, if specially directed 
by that route and prepaid the rates of postage for Bombay. 

Letters ior Russui should have the name of the town added in either 
English, French, or German ; and they should bear as a part of their 
address the name of the province or government in which they are situated. 
In addressing all letters, Ac., for Russia the name of the place of destina- 
tion, as well as the government in which such place is situated, must be 
correctly given ; and. further, the address must be plainly written. If these 
conditions be not complied with, the Russian Post Office declines to under- 
take the delivery of the correspondence. 

No letters containing gold or silver money, jewels, or precious articles, or 
anything liable to Customs dutieA, con be sent, even if registered, to any 
country of the General Postal Union. 

INLAND BOOK POST. 

The postage is one halfpenny for every 2oz» or part of that weight. 

A packet posted wholly unpaid is charged with double the book postage ; 
an[d if posted partially prepaid, with double the deficiency. 

A book packet may contain any number of separate books or other 
publications, photograph (when not on glass or in cases containing glass or 
any like substance), drawings, prints, or maps, and any quantity of paper, 
■Ur any other substance in ordinary use for writing or printing upon ; and 
the books or other publications, prints, maps, &o., may be either printed, 
written, engraved, lithographed, or plain, or any mixture of these. Further, 
all legitimate bin ding , mounting, or covering of a book, &c.., or of a portion 
thereof, is allowed, whether such binding, Ac , be loose or attached ; as also 
rollers in the case of prints or maps, markers (whether of paper or othor- 
: v iso) in the case of books, pens, or pencils, in the efuse of pocket-books, &c. ; 

I and, in short, whatever, is necessary for the safe transmission of such 
i articles, or usually appertains thereto, but the binding, rollers, Ac., must 
; not be sent as a separate packet. 

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN BOOK POBT. 

The limit of size for a book-packet addressed to any place abroad is 
> 24 in. in length and 12 in. in width or depth. 

Whatever is allowed to be sent in an inland book-packet may be sent in a 
! book-packet to places abroad, exoept that water-colour drawings are not 
allowed to be sent in a book-packet to France or Algeria. 

No writing or manuscript mark, however, beyond the name and address 
of the person to whom it is sent is admissible in or upon a packet for- 
warded vid France to the Argentine Confederation, Bolivia, Chili, Ecuador, 
Hayti, Mexico, Paraguay, Peru, 6t. Thomas, Uruguay, United States of 
Colombia, or Venezuela.

GENERAL POSTAL UNION. 

In accordance with the provisions of an international treaty concluded 
at Berne m 1876, the whole of the States of Europe, the United States 
of America, and Egypt formed themselves into a General Postal Union for 
the reciprocal exchange of correspondence, and agree to adopt low and uni- 
form rates of correspondence dispatched from ono State of the Union to 
another. Theso provisions extend to letters, post cards, newspapers and 
other printed papers, patterns of merchandise, and legal and commercial 
documents. 

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN LETTERS. 

The rates of postage on letters to the colonies and foreign countries will 
be found in the British Postal Guide. 

To some countries prepayment of the postage is compulsory. In other 
cases the whole of the postage cannot, be prepaid. 

A letter posted unpaid, or paid only in pari., directed to go by a route by 
which prepayment is compulsory, is sent to the Returned Letter Office, to go 
back to the writer, unless there is another route by which prepayment is not 
required, in which case the. letter is sent by the latter route. Letters, how- 
ever, for Australia and New Zealand, if prepaid as much as one rate (even 
though the prepayment be insufficient), arc not detained, but arc forwarded

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN PATTERN AND SAMPLE PD0T. 

There is a Pattern and Sample Post to certain colonies and foreign 
countries, but it is restricted to bonk fide trade patterns or samples of 
merchandise. 

Goods sent for sale, or in execution of an order (however small tbe quantity 
may bo), or any articles sent by one private individual to another which are 
not actually patterns or samples, are not admissible. Tbe rates of postage 
arc the same as for Book Pockets. 

POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS AND INSURANCE. . 

There is a Post Office Savings Bank in every town and in most villages, 
and at most savings banks there is an Insurance and Annuity Offije. A list 
of them is kept at all post offices. 

LETTERS “TO BE CALLED FOR/* 

There is a Poste Restante both at the General Post Office, St Martitt’s-le- 
Grurnl, and at the Charing-croas Post Office, where letters “to be Called 
for ” can be obtained between the hours of nine a.m. and five mffi. There 
is also a Posta Restante at Woohvicli, available during the ordinary hours 
of business. No letters (exoept communications from the Barings Bank 
Department) are taken in “ to be called for” at the other district or branch 
offices, and any so direoted are sent to the Returned Letter Office to be 
returned to the writers. , . „ _ .. 

Tbe Poste Restante being intended solely for the accommodation of 
strangers and travellers who have no permanent abode in London, letters 
for residents must not be addressed to the Post Office “ to be called for ; ” 
and any letters for a resident ho addressed, although delivered at the Post 
Office for one week, are, after that time, sent out by the letter camera. 
Even strangers are not, as a rule, allowed to use the Poste Restante for 
more than two months ; and the end of which time they are expected to 
have their letters sent to a private address. _ . . 

Letters addressed to initials or to fictitious names at the Posta Restante 
are not taken in, but are at once sent back to the writers.

All Stooks on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays. Private 
Transfers mar be effected at other times, prodding the books are not 
closed, by paying 2» 6d. for each Transfer.

A TWELVEMONTH IN LILLIFUT. 

The United Kingdom of Great Lilliput and Dwarfland consists of 
two islands, quite large enough for all their inhabitants, each of 
whom is personally small, Ibeir geographical situation in the 
western seas, off the p'qjulous Continent of Ingeuia, has enriched 
the Lilliputians with the profits of maritime trade. Many private 
■dortxxw s have been accumulated, supporting a highly respectable 
class of squires and their ladies, whose days are mostly sp u nt in 
social and domestic pastime. The manners and customs of this 
harmless folk have recently employed the pencil of a Special Artist* 
He was enabled, by the enterprising liberality of our proprietors, 
to furnish the Illustrated London Almanack with Sketches made 
by him during a whole years residence in that interesting country. 
Twelve of these, representing the different occupations of h i surely 
and opulent Lilliputians ir> successive months of the solar cycle, are 
reproduced by Mt-s-rs. Leighton Brothers in the Colour- Prints of 
thiB publication; Mr, George Cruikshauk, the younger, is the 
Artist by whom they were actually drawn. 

It will at onoe be observed that the fashions of dress, in 
u Lilliput As It Is,” bear some resemblance to those which pre- 
vailed in Kugland As It Was, under the reign of s me one or other 
of the Four Georges. The fact is, as every person decently 
instructed in modern history ousht to remember, that Lilliput was 
conquered by the allied English and Hanov* rian armies early in 
the last century. So it wag that their Georgian Majesties us^d 
sometimes to visit the islands, holding their tedi us Court of peri- 
wigs and snuffboxes, frills and furbrlows, small swords and canes 
and fans, drinking their dishes of tea, and talking their indis- 
pensable scandal, or playing at Faro and Pope Joan, or discussing 
tbU merits of a vase, a picture, a pug-dog, a poetical epistle, a 
soprano singer, or Sir Robert or Sir Paul. Home it came to pass 
that Ihe Lilliputian nobility and gentry, male and female, adopted 
such rrmarkab'e cs’umes ; the one sex equipped with huge coat- 
oollars and stuffy neckcloths, tight breeches, Hessian boots, or 
delicate silk stockings and pumps, and preposter ms cocked hats; 
the other, wilh bonnets bke big di»-h- covers, surmounted by great 
bunches of ribbons, feathers, and flowers; short- waisted gowns of 
stont bombazine or taffeta, none of your flimsy printed stuffs ; all 
the apparel of your great- great-grandmother, if you ever li id any 
such relation How do you know that you ever had v I- *ok at. 
those funny little L»lk of our fantastic Lilliput again ; they toil not, j 
neither do they spin, but divert themselves in diverse methods 
during the twelve changeful men* lie of the full revolving year. 
We can tell you their proper names, their tastes and humours, their 
mutual friendships, flirtations, jealousies, and quarrels, neighbourly 
acquaintance in the pleasant country town of IdWille, a fashion- 
able spa of medicinal waters, and a favourite residence of families 
who want to kill their time and spsud tin ir nmn«y. It ii situated 
in the midlands of Lilliput, among the leafy oaks and elms of 
Bank shire, wi»h n easy reach of most of the national spirts, and 
but two hours’ railway Tide from the mighty metropolis, lcleville 
has no trade or work but that of studying how to take it easy. 
Recreation is the local deity, worshipped most dov< utly hy its 
appointed pries' hood, the votaries of a graceful gentility, to whose 
wants and wishes the lest of the population have only to turnin' er. 

A few hundred of the upper class, with incomes of £600 to £2000 
a year, are thus punctually waited upon by a few thuusaud shop- 
keepers, botel-keepera, horse- keepers, coach -drivers, servants jn 
and out of livery, tailors, milliners, confectioners, bath and bil hard- 
room keepers, occasional lecturers and musicians ; not to mention ■ 
Dr. Blandy, the assiduous medical attendant; and tli* Rev. Mr. 
Chasuble, incumbent of St Angelina, whfr« High Church eenices 
of a supmor quality sre duly administered on Sunday mornings, 
and on Wednesday evenings in the Idleville season. 

The Lilliputian year, so far resembling the European, begins with 
the month of January. It is, by another coincidence, apt to be 
cold in that month. Natural philosophers have observed, as well 
there as in other climates of the globe, that cold beyoud a certain 
degree has the effect of converting wab r into io«. The surface of 
this frozen crust over the rivers and ponds invites to the exercise of 
skating. For this purpose, we are informed, a peculiar apparatus 
is contrived, to be worn on the feet; a pair of “skates/’ as they 
are called, wooden doge or sandals, with iron plates attached 
beneath the soles, enable the skater to glide swiftly and grat efully . 
upon the ice, turning with the slightest effort in any direction. 
Two couples of Lilliputian gentry, Sir Tim Bilberry and his lady 
in the foreground of the view, and Mr. and Miss Crimp, of Parsley- 
dale, wheeling off to the right, may be seen m the first Coloured 
Illustration. We are glad to see Lady Bilberry takes good care of 
herself by wrapping up well in a furred pelisse, with a sufficir nt 
muff and boa, though she will scarcely need the protection of that , 
clumsy umbrella. 

It was frotn Miss Crimp, who is fond of gossip, that we gathered 
the story of Captain Qumchy’s ardent suit to Aramlnta Silkdtona, 
the great coflitsry heiress, and the proposal of marriage he brought 
her, iu a Valentine letter with a stuck heart, on the Fourteenth of ; 
February- Aramlnta, you know, was brought up a Quakeress,

though she has gone in for the worldly gaieties since the death of 
hot guardian uncle, Ebenezer Plain. She prof -seed not to know 
the custom of 8t. Valentine, or the meaning of .hearts and darts., 
when the letter was presented to her, while she was staying at 
Lady Bilberry's hou^e But Mies Crimp is sure that was merely 
prudish affectation. She observes that the whole system of gallant 
mythology, from Cupid, whose bust of marble stands in the draw-V 
iug-room, to the aforesaid symbols of amorous torment which l 
adorn the wall- paper. is constantly on view at Bilbeny House* It 
was impossible for Mi«*s Silkstone to be so ignorant of what every, 
girl and woman knows by instinct frjin the earliest age of con- 
sciousness. And she received a heap of other Valentines on the 
same day, which Betty was seen to lay upon the pianoforte, beside 
the young lady's chair, for her deliberate perusal. 

The inclemency of much that panics for 6pring weather is felt at 
! Idleville as frequently h,b in any town or village of our own beloved 
j land. The violence of March winds has a disturbing effect on the 
composure of orderly pedestrians. Sir Tim Bilberry and the ladies 
, of his family, who make a point of walking to church on Sundays,

The 
shrubbery m his grounds is full of fredi young verdure at. this 
season of the promising year, which finely sets off the fair white 
marble of the classic s atuaiy and the Grecian coloim »de. The 
elegant owner of this arti’c ml paradise lumMdf affects Lite grace of 
a Grecian bend. He is a perfect gentleman of the period ; dressed, 
too, in the most perfect, taste, wi*h a morning gown of striped 
nankeen, a modest shirt-frill and ruffles, and a more tli »n military : 
cooked hat, while the watch-chain rand seals at his fob, and his 
respectable crutched walking stick, prove the sedateuoss of his 
character as a county justice of the peace. 

Another scene presents itself in June, when settled Midsummer 
wether invites some of the nobility to in bilge in a! fresco j 
luncheon, beside the Fountain of Pun, which serves to cool* their | 
Luibfraumib h from the Rhine, where the napkin is spread on a

More in agreement, however, with ordinary English customs of 
life, is the July entertainment of a Regatta, with its yacht- races, 
and the fashionable company of spectators ass* m bled in the 
balcony of a Marine Hotel Here, it anywhere, is the “creme de 
la crime ” of the finest society in the world, attired in the most 
sejumntious millinery and tail ary that heart can desire ; and it is 
to “ Le Pallet,” or ^ Myra’s Journal/* or “ Le Moniteur de la 
C'hiffonme," that the reader must refer for a sufficient description. 
Woman’s tnission, rightly understood, is to serve as a moving exhi- 
bition of costly textile stuffs, on behalf of exorbitant West- End 
tradesmen. The duty and glory of a fine gentleman is to lounge 
by her side, and, for his own part, to maintain a consistent pro- 
fession of Nil Arlmirari. It is all very well for her to watch the ; 
sailing-vessels with a certain degree of iuterest, and to propose 
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bets of a d 3H su piir of kid gloves upon the result of the match. 
He will magnificently give her any amount of odds for or against 
the favourite cutter, while he scarcely deigns to turn his head— he 
cannot, indeed, for his netkdo h and collar forbid- to glauoe at 
the movement of the light fleet on the sea before them. It is by 
fetich empto) monb of the summer holidays that the hardy sons of a 
sea-girt isle have been trained to rule the waves, and to h »ist their 
flag of naval supremacy in the Hemispheric Ocean* 

Squire Sim per ton, of Oreengccse Orange, walks through the 
harvest- fields in the profitable days of August, with Farmer 
Bullm at a respectful spice behind him, to watch both male and 
female labourers engaged in reaping and gleaning the wealth of 
golden wheat Iiis worship has a benignant smile and words of 
encouragement for the women and girls whom he finis hf re busied 
at thi* seasonable work. To their husbands, fathers, and brothers, 
he will send a few kegs of beer. They are bidden all to come up 
in the evening to the Great Howe, and to enjoy a good supper and 
a dance, for which the blind fiddler hoe been expre-sly hired. This 
frank and familiar intercourse between landlord, tenants, and 
peasantry, is one of tho most delightful features of rural life. 

But the corn has been rouped and garnered in September; the 
Country gentleman, looking forward to the Michaelmas rent-day, is 
pleased that the farmer has done so well with this year's crop ; he 
iuvit*B two other gentlemen, precis dy resembling himself in 
tiharacter and figure, to a day's partridge- shooting over hia brmid 
acres, with the kecn-scenied Ponto in quest of the crouching covey. 
Three breechloaders are held in readiness to bring down the 
'start b d birds in the r sudden flight This pursuit is recommend* d 
fur healthful exercise and mildly exciting diversion, with the satis- 
faction of proving their tk 11, and returning home with a full bag 
to replenish the hospitable larder, or to send hampers of game 
,to their friends in town. 

The mornings and evenings in October have become too cold x as 
well os too short, for most of the open-air pastimes in the climate ! 
of South Lilliput, not to speak of the uoith ; but two ot three 
hours about noonday still afford the benefit of sunshine, and some 
•pleasures muy yefc be taken, not only in the field, but even on the 
river, without fear of an injurious chill. So jouug Bobctay, of ; 
Backwater, who delights in boatiug, has persuaded his cousin, Lady j 
Alexandrine, to embark once more, positively for the last time this , 
year, on tho thallow wattrs of the reedy 0„ze, which flow* tli rough i 
Backwater Park and the adjacent meadows. Her Ladyeh p ini- ] 
proves the occasion by singing a romantic lay of the Venetian 
| gondoliers, and fingering the light guitar, just as though it were a | 
Midsummer night ; but she is an enthusiastic, imaginative, rather 
.impulsive sort of girl, and the cousins arc to be married before the 
end of the year. ] 

j Vbx-liuutmg, after all, is the finest recreation of the Lilliputian 
squirearchy. They pride themselves on going straight acrosB 
country, as they say, and will allow the farmers a handsome pre- 
mium for keeping up extra stiff fences and tremeud ms five- barred i 
gates. It has been discovered by experience, though contrary to ! 
vulgar notions, that the most exhilarating and ecstatic joy is j 
derived from feeling yourself in the extremes?, jeopardy of break- 
ing your neck. W« may not envy this delicious sensation ; we may 
be conscious of a different, frame of mind, to which it is less con- 
genial; or we muy simply rest content with knowing no more 
alwml it than we do of gambling, or fighting, or getting drunk, and 
other in comprehensible alien delights. Hiding on horseback is a 
convenient and ratber agreeable mode of travelling. W e like a brisk 
trot alung the turnpike road, turning at a gentler pace into some 
quiet lane up the green hillside. But to the ambitious equestrians 
of a superior rank, who>e stables are maintained at the cost of 
thousands a year, November and the ensuing winter mouths yield 
-more gratification than the fairest summer-time. In this iustuiae, 
,aa in that of vachtiug, Lilliputian moralists and politicians are 
wont to remark, that the nutiomd prowms in warfare, and the 
manifest general pre-eminence of Great Lilbput above all other 
nations, ore inseparably bound up with the practice of riding after 
a fox.

■ ©very cottage in the blessed parish, wHh five shillings to boot. This 
I distribution is arranged by a district visiting committee, under the 
presidency of the Squire and the Hector or Vicar, assisted by their 
! ladies, with the aid cf funds sub cibed a month beforehand We 
‘ ere assured that it is attended with the most gratifying results, an 
! increase of feoeial kindness throughout the entire twelvemonth, and 
• of Lilliputian loyalty to the existing institutions of Church and 
State,

It iB stated that the area of the land surface of the globe has decreased 
in a year as much as 83,849 square miles. This decrease mainly affects 
America, and may be attributed to the result of a more accurate and extended 
survey of the United States. In all the other divisions of the land surface, 
however, the area is given as less than the previous year, arid this ha shad the 
effect, along with the absolute increase of the population, of slightly raising 
the density per square mile. The increase of the population is estimated in 
a year as upwards of *27,000,000.

The population of the whole 
of the Turkish empire m Eui ope, Asia, and Africa is given »s 17.660.CHX), 
20,500,000 being claimed by Egypt, Tripoli, and Tunis, and 13.000, 000 by 
Asia. The total population of Russia. both in Europe and Asia, is set 
down as 86.586.000, being an increase of 900,090 over the estimate for 1876 
As might be surmised, this increase is mainly in Central A*ia, and arises 
from additions territory . The area given for the whole of the Russian 
empire is 8,456,500 square miles, being an increase of 26 ooo square miles 
over that of 1875. This increase has occurred mainly in Central Asm, 
where the Russian territory covers an area of about 1,290,000 square miles, 
with a population of 4,050,213 

The entire population of Asia is larger by about 25.009,000 than the 
estimate given in last year’s issue of B«*hm and Wagners work The ; 
increase mainly falls upon the East India Islands and Anam, the figures in . 
the case of the latter being more than double those given in the tables of 
last year—' visa, 21,000.000. The population of British India is rather j 
less than last year, being 188,093,700, that of British Jlurmah being about j 
2,750,000 ; including tributary or protected 8 tales The whole population of j 
British India is close on 289,<X)0,000 

The population of China is given as 405,000, 0O0, with 28,500,000 of oid- 
lying people. IIong-Kong seems to have decreased by upwards of 2000 
Krnco last year* the number now given being 121 ,985. Japan is set down at 
33,299,014. 

According to late statistics, the whole population of Australia amounts 
to 1,807,000; of New Zealand to 421,326 In the Ei.u Islands the native 
population seems to be rapidly decreasing It is calculated now not to ! 
exw*ed 70,000, while the whites, who m 1872 numbered 2910, were lust year 
only 1650. ... 

With regard to Africa, the population ot Algeria was 111 1875 estimated 
to be 2,448,901 The population of Egypt shows a slight increase over last, 
year, being now 17.000,000 The inhabitant* of Tort. Raid now number 
9650, and of Tsmailia 3779. The British nosHessicms in South Africa show an 
incyease of territory and population, the latter numbering according to 
latest data, 1,338,702. , . „ 

There i« an increase over the whole of America of upwards of 1.200,000 
over the number given Inst. year. This increase seems to a considerable 
extent due to the fact that more recent statistics have been obtain* d since 
lost year, the data in many instances referring to 1875 and 1876 The popu- 
lation of Newfoundland — o.g , is that of 1874, and is 161/186, showing a 
large increase over that of 1§69. Canada is still 3,672,116, and 1 he United 
States nearly 40,000,000. Mexico stands at 9,270,079, and this must be from 
quite recent data, as last year’s number was that of 1872 The Centra] 
American Btates show a alight decrease, the numb«*r this year being 
2,828,164 ; the West Indies, 4,310,178, and all South America 26,309,7<X), of 
which Brazil claims Upward# of 11 ,000,000. 

About 215 towns contain 100,090 or more inhabitant*. There are twenty- 
nine towns whose pfmUjgtioti roaches or surpasses 500,000. Those at, or 
above a million are — Berlin, 1.045, (XX) ; Canton, 1,000,000; London (1876), 
3.489,428; New York with Brooklyn (1875), 1,635,022; 1’aris, 1 851,792; 
Soangfan, Shanchowfu, and Singanfu (China), each l,000,0oy; and Vienna, 
1,001,999. 

The entire area of Brit ish possessions abroad i* given at 7,964,752 square 
miles, with a population of 208,941,706, excluding, of course, the pro- 
tected Indian States.

England. While its birth-rate is not so high ae that of some other 
States, its death-rate is among the lowest. It seems probable that at 
the end of the present oentuty the population of England and Wales will 
have ri-en to 30,000, 000 Next in rank in respect to increase of population 
come Bwedeu and Denmark, both with a moderate birth-rate, but an 
exceedingly low death-rate, that of Denmark being the lowest of any of the 
nine States. The population of Sweden might be expected to rise to about 
5.500,000 by the end of the century, and that of Denmark to 2,250,090. 
Next, in order stood Prussia, which has a very high birth-rate and a very 
high death-rate, winch latter, however, is steadily decreasing, and the popu- 
lation of Prussia might he expected to he about the same as England at 
the end of the century. It is known that the population of the 
other German States did not increase so much as in Prussia, but 
it might be fairly r aim la ted that the great Empire of Central 
Europe would have about 50, (XX), 000 in the year 1900. The Nether- 
lands stood fifth in the linfc as to increase, with a birth-rate nearly 
equal to England, but a much higher death-rate, and the population 
will probably he 5,000,000 by the cm! of the century. ITiese five States, 
England, Sweden, Denmark, Prussia, and the Netherlands— all, it will be 
noted, inhabited by Teutonic races— virtually comprised all out of the 
nine in which there was a tendency to marked increase of population.

All inland letters must be prepaid In stamps. A letter posted unpaid is 
chargeable on delivery with double postage ; and if insufficiently prepaid is 
chargeable with double the deficiency. 

GENERAL POSTAL UNION. 

Lx accordance with the provisions of an international tre ity concluded 
at Berne in 1878, the whole of the States of Europe, the United States 
of America, the Argentine Confederation, and Egypt were formed into a 
General Postal Union for the reciprocal exchange of correspondence, and 
adopted low and uniform rates of correspondence dispatched from one 
State to another. These provisions extend to letters, post cards, nesvs- 
paj>ens and other printed papers, patterns of merchandise, and legal and 
icommercial documents. 

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN LETTERS. 

The rates of postage on letters to the colonies and foreign countries will 
be found in the British Postal Guide, published quarterly, price Sixpence. 

To some oountries prepayment oi the postage is compulsory. In other 
eases the whole of the postage cannot be prepaid. 

A letter posted unpaid, or paid only in part, directed to go by a route by 
which prepayment is compulsory, is sent to the Returned Letter Office, to go 
back to the writer, unless there is another route by which prepayment is not 
required, in which case the letter is sent by the latter route. Letters, how- 
ever, for Australia and New Zealand, if prepaid as much as one rate (even 
though the prepayment be insufficient), are not detained, but are forwarded 
charged With the deficient postage and an additional rate. 

'A letter posted insufficiently prepaid for a place to which prepayment is 
optional is sent forward charged ; the value of the stamps, however, being, 
as a rule, taken into account. 

' The same rates are chargeable in this country upon unpaid or insufficiently 
paid letters received from the above-named places. 

No letter for any colony or foreign country may be above two feet in 
length or one foot m width or depth. 

‘ letters, &© , for Brazil, Montevideo, Peru, Bolivia, and Chili, if specially 
directed “ By Supplementary Mail, via Bordeaux,” and pouted in time for 
dispatch from London by the Day Mail of Friday, will in due course over- 
take, at Bordeaux, the packet dispatched from Liverpool on the previous 
Wednesday. 

Letters for such places in Turkey and Asia Minor as have no Austrian 
post office should be addressed to tbe care of an agent residing In the nearest 
port at Which an Austrian post office has been established. Letters for 

E laoes on the Persian Gulf are forwarded vift Bombay, if specially directed 
y that route and prepaid the rates of poaUge tor Bombay. 

Letters tor Russia should have the name of the town added in either 
English, French, or German; and they should bear as a part of their 
address the name of the province or government in which they are situated. 

In addressing all letters, &e., for Russia the name of the place of destina- 
tion, as well as the government in which such place is situated, must be 
correctly given ; and, further, the address must be plainly written. If these 
conditions be not complied with, the Russian Post Office declines to under- 
take the delivery of the correspondence. 

No letters containing gold or silver money, jewels, or precious articles, or 
anything liable to Customs duties, can bo Bent, even if registered, to any 
country of the General Postal Union. 

INLAND BOOK POST. 

The postage is one halfpenny for every 2oz or part of that weight. 

A packet posted wh'dly unpaid is charged with double the book postage ; 
and if posted partially prepaid, with double the deficiency. 

• A book packet may contain any number of separate books or other 

publicatfolisi photographs (when not on glass or in case* containing gloss or , , . ... 

any like substance), drawings, prints, or maps, and any quautity of paper, hut must be prepaid by means of stamps, either adh© 
or any other substance in ordinary use for writing or printing upon , and impressed. This rule applies also to registered letters, 
the books Ot other publications, prints, maps, &c., may be either printed, Exceptions.— Atthe Chief and District Post^Offioes, 

written, engraved, lithographed, or plain, or any mixture of these. Further, 
all legitimate binding, mounting, or oovering of a book, &c , or of a port ion 


FOREIGN CARD POST. 

Foreign post-cards may be send to Canada and to all the countries com- 
prised in the General Postal Union, with the exception of British India, 

The postage of a card is in every case one half the rate for a single letter. 

Foreign post-cards with an impressed stamp of t|d. each are sold at that 
rate, and are transmissible to the majority of the oountries of the Union 
without extra charge. 

INDIAN PARCEL POST. 

1 . Persons wishing to send paroels to any part of British India can do so 
through the Indian Pored Post Agenov— established under authority of the 
Director-General of the Post Office of India— at 122, Lead onh all-street, B.C. ; 
and (Branch Office) at 26, Cockspur-street, S.W. 

2. The charge for parcels is Is. per lb. or fraction of a lb. (prepayment 
optional ) , oovering transit from London to destination in India. Insurance 
may be effected, if desired, at the rate (to be prepaid) of Is. up to £8 value, 
2s. 6d. up to £10 value, and 6s. up to £20 value. Indian Customs duty (if 
chargeable) will be realised from the addressee. 

N.B.— Parcels containing books, or articles treated as books under the 
British Inland Book Post Rules, will be charged at half rates— via., 6d. 
per lb. 

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN PATTERN AND SAMPLE POST. 

Thore is a Pattern and Sample Post to certain colonies and foreign 
countries, but it is restricted to boat fide trade patterns or samples of 
I merchandise. 

Goods sent for sale, or in execution of an order (however small the quantity 
may be), or any articles sent by one private individual to another which are 
not actually patterns or samples, are not admissible. The rates of postage 
are the same as for Book Packets. 

POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS AND INSURANCE, 

There is a Post Office Savings Bank in every town and in most villages, 
and at moat savings banks there is an Insurance and Annuity Offioe. A list 
of them ib kept at all post offices. 

LETTERS “TO BE CALLED FOR.” 

There is a Poste Restante both at the General Post Office, St. Martin’s-le- 
Grand, and at the Charing-oruss Post. Office, where letters “ to be called 
for ” can be obtained between the hours of nine a, in and five p.m. There 
ia also a Poste Restitute at Woolwich, available during the ordinary hours 
of business. No letters (except cmtuumcations from the Savings Bank 
Department) are taken m “ to be called for” at the other district or branch 
offices, and any so directed are sent to the Returned Letter Office to be 
returned to the writers. 

The Poste Restante being intended solely for the accommodation of 
strangers and travellers who have no permanent ab»de in Loudon, letters 
for residents must not be addressed to the Post Office tl to be nailed tor ; ” 
and an? letters for a resident so addressed, although detained at tbe Post 
Office for one week, are, after that time, sent out by the letter carriers. 
Even strangers are not, as a rule, allowed to use the Poste Restante for 
more thau two months; at the end of which time they ure expected to 
have their letters sent to a private address. 

Letters addressed to initials or to fictitious names at the Poste Restante 
are not taken in, but are at once sent back to the writers. 

ARTICLES NOT ALLOWED TO BE SENT BV POST. 

It is forbidden to forward by post any indecent or obscene print, paint- 
ing, photograph, lithograph, engraving, book or card, or other article, or 
uny letter, newspaper, publication, packet, or card having thereou any 
words, marks, or dosigns of an indecent, obscene, libellous, or grossly 
offensive character. Anything posted contrary to this prohibition will be 
stopped and sent up to the Retained Letter Office. Loudon. 

Postmasters are instructed no* to receive any letter wliich there is good 
reason to believe contains anything likely to injure the contents of the mull 
bag, or to do bodily harm to any officer of the Post Office If such a 
packet be posted without the Postmaster’s knowledge, or if at any time 
before its dispatch he Bhould discover any such packet, he is directed not to 
forward it, but to report the case, with the address of the packet, to the 
Secretary. The following arc examples of tbe articles referred to - 

A glass bottle, or glass in any form ; leeches, game, fish, meat, fruit, 
nr vegetables ; bladders or other vessels containing liquids ; gunpowder, 
lucifer matches, or anything which is explosive or liable to sudden com- 
bustion ; razors, scissors, needles, forks, or other sharp instruments. 

MODES OF PREPAYMENT. 

Inland letters, newspapers, and book-packets cannot be prepaid in money 
but must be prepaid by means of stamps, either adhesive or embossed or 


thereof, to allowed, whether such binding, &o„ be loose or attached ; as also 
rollers in the, esse Of prints or maps, markers (whether of paper or other- 
wise) in tbe ©nee of books, pens, or pencils, in the esse of pocket-books, See ;

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN BOOK POST. 

Tbe limit of nix# for a book-packet addressed to any place abroad is 
24 in. in length and 12 to, in width or depth. 

Whatever to allowed tube sent to an inland book-packet may be sent in a 
book -packet to places abroad, except that water-o'lour drawings are not 
allowed to he sent to a b*ok -packet to France or Algeria. 

No writing or manuscript mark, however, beyond the name and address 
of the person to whom it to sent to admissible in or upon a packet for- 
warded viA France to the Argentine Confederation, Bolivia, Chili, Ecuador, 
Hayti, Mexico. Paraguay, JPeru, St. Thomas, Uruguay, United States of 
Colombia, or Venezuela.

—At the Chief and District Post Offices, and at the Cbaring- 
croes and Lombard -street Post Offices in London, as well as at the Head 
Offices to Edinburgh and Dublin, letters and book-packets may, from 
10 a.m. to 4 p m., be prepaid to money, provided the amount be never less 
than £ I , ana that the letters and book-packets be tied in bundles repre- 
senting a postage of 6s. each, with the addi esses arranged in the same 
direction. 

Letters to places abroad must be prepaid wholly in stamps. 

Newspapers, book-packets, and sample-packets for places abroad can also 
be prepaid only by means of stamps ; and in their case prepayment to always 
compulsory. 

British postage-stamps, though available for all letters, Ac., going out of 
this country, are not, as a general rule, available for letters, Ac,, coming 
into it ; the principal exception being in the case of letters posted by naval 
officers, maiines, and seamen serving abroad, which, if posted to the ship's 
1 bag, must be prepaid by means of British postage-stamps, 

REGISTR A TION (INLAND AND FOREIGN.) 

The fee for registering a letter, newspaper, or book -packet passing 
between any two places to the United Kingdom is twopence. 

The fee chargeable for registration to plants abroad will be found to the 
Bri*tob Foetal Guide. 

Every letter to be registered should be presented at tbe counter, and a 
receipt obtained for it, and should on no aooountbe dropped into the letter- 
box. If, contrary to this rule, a letter marked ” Registered” be dropped

THE SOLAR ECLIPSE OP 1878. 

Tax Solar Eclipse of July 29, 1878. was observed by an array of instru- 
mental appHs&ces, and under conditions such as had been seen at no pre- 
vi<m*ecUp«e, It was regarded as the return of that of July 18, i860 when 
the Moo#» Shadow crossed the northerly parts of the American continent, 
ahd, sweeping over the Atlantic Ocean, passed across Bpain and Africa.

, an d closing hours of a seasonable day in summer. The life of birds 
i0 a Wous life. Their perpetual activity and levity of movement, 
which is performed with such ease and freedom by the majority of 
species, must have an exhilarating effect. They breathe most 
abundantly of the freshest air, they bask in the sun’s light, they see 
much of the world in their flitting, roving, desultory trips about the 
neighbourhood. They visit a good deal, have numerous and various 
acquaintance, plenty of conversation, small talk as well as music 
and no end of flirting. How different is all this from being an 
oyster ! “ A lark and oyster pudding” is a favourite dish for 

pampered gourmands at the feasts of the London City Companies 
Now the juxtaposition of such names, those of creatures so 
extremely dissimilar in their character and condition of life, is 
grimly grotesque to the imagination of a humourist, but shocking 
.to the lover of truth and nature. Let the epicure’s gullet, if he 
will, absorb the luscious bivalve. We prefer listenin g to that soaring 
songster of gladsome spring, whom the poet, envying his exalted i 
tones of harmonious rapture, has boldly addressed, With his j 

Hail to thee, blithe spirit! | 

Bird thou never wert, < 

That from heaven , or near it, 

“ Fewest thy glad heart, 

In prolate strains of unpremeditated art. 

So ranch for poetry vmun pudding, and now for the morning and ; 
evening of a happy day With the birds. > They are all early risers, j 

The cuckoo’s call is first heard, an hour or two afterwhatwe suppose 
to be midnight, in May or dune. Tho nightingale* which bos 
Scarcely been to sleep at all, repeats, for te'M^ the same 
melodious plaint that she uttered in a final Serenade. Tltelatk 
ascends, as Milton says of the divine poet, to “the still atmosphere 
of delightful truth, with his invisible »lnging*robes about him.” 
The jolly blackbird and the cheery thrush, ftoin OVery copse and 
hedge across the fields, sound their tuneful whistles at the approach 
of dawn. Robins and redstarts commence the toft warbling chorus 
of nearer music, joined by all the finches, among which is heard the 
familiar linnet’s note, from her nest in the humble furze-bush. 
There is a grave cawing of rooks and crows flying wide and far 
above the grassy meadows and the green expanse of growing oom. 
The jay and the woodpecker, with more startling sounds in the 
leafy covert of the grove, respond to tho summons when they are 
reached by the new daylight in their sheltered home. They all 
begin the day with devout minstrelsy, or rather with psalmody, and 
chant their matin hymn before they think of breakfast. This goes 
on till the sun has risen well above the horizon. Then it is time 
for them to pick up a morsel of food, a few seeds or insects, a grain 
of barley, with or without the fanner’s leave, for such bird* ob like 
that sort of thing ; but for some others, who are kindly welcome, n 
grub, a caterpillar, a fiy or beetle, a thing far more destructive than 
any grnuivorous bird. Yet there are birds which in the orchards 
and fruit guldens will perpetrate a large amount of larceny and 
wasteful depredation ; but let not the innocent and beneficent 
species bo condemned for such misdeeds. 

You call them thieves and pillagers ; but know 

They ore the winged wardens of your farms, 

Who from the corn- fields drive the insidious foe, 

And from your harvests keep a hundred harms ; 

Even the blackest, of them all, the crow, 
liondera good service as your ra&n-at-ormg, 

Crushing the beetle in his coat of mail, 

And crying vengtanco on the slug and snail. 

Having well eaten— and much good may it do them— all our 
feathered friends, as a general rule, next betake themselves to 
drinking at the nearest pool or stream : after which they retire, as 
the forenoon advances, to a prolonged siesta, for the purpose of 
digestion rather thin slumber, which is continued till the decline of 
the sun in the affcornoon. They then bestir themselves for another 
salutary operation— that, of washing or otherwise cleaning and 
tidying their precious little persons. Some of them go to the 
wutor, splosh their wings in it, ami then, by fluttering and casting 
tho spray over them, or beating their body with their wet wings, 
contrive to get a perfect ablution, as in a shower-bath or sponging - 
bath. There are many, however, which keep them solves equally 
clean by a drv-nibbing process in tho sand or dust of the ground, 
us Mohammedans are commanded by their religion to do, instead of 
washing, if they are travelling in the waterless desert of Arabia or 
Egypt. This method is said to be the most efficacious for removing 
vermin that infest tho bird’s feathers ; and it may be observed that 
a bird will take great pains to fill all its feathers with the dust, and 
thoroughly to scour them out. When thus entirely cleansed to 
the very skin, the tods: of combing and trimming is next to 
be accomplished The dust is shaken out, or the moisture is 
wiped and wrung out of tho feathers separately by squeezing each 
in tho bill : and thou, with much care and exact precision, they arc 
“ preened ” or smoothly ranged, by a sort of brushing action, in 
their proper order, not only for the wings but the whole body. 
Now the little creature is dressed, as well oh refreshed by food and 
rest, it wants to fiy about and visit its neighbours. At this hour, 
lato in the afternoon, birds have their leisure for the enjoyment of 
society and for the intellectual gratification, as we may almost con- 
sider it, of that eager curiosity, that desire of novelties and fresh 
experiences, with which they seem to be endowed. Many human 
travellers and saunterers about the world have less aotive exercise 
of their powers of observation. 

As for conversation, without affirming that they can do more than 
express mutual emotions, and not distinct ideas, in communicating 
with one another, we may bo sure that they find in this a genuine 
social pleasure. It is certainly quite independent of the feelings of 
sexual attachment and parentage which are such potent affections 
in the life of birds ; nor is it confined to the exhibition w rivalry 
between the males in singing and showing off their prowess or their 
handsome attire or their strutting and dancing paces. For bids of 
several different species will often be noticed assembling together, 
apparently amusing themselves with each other’s company, or they 
will seek the presence of beasts, and sometimes draw near oven to 
man, as if solitude were irksome to them. Exceptions arc notoriously 
found in the fish -catching and other birds ot prey, Whose business 
would be disturbed by the intrusion of companions, but whose dis- 
position at other times is not unsociable ; just as it is with dUlgent 
business men, who are glad to see their friends in hours of leisure. 

But os talking is provocative of fresh appetite, and the Approach 
of evening now brings on the swarms of Insects, both in fields and 
woods and an the surface of lake or river, the birds’ second feeding- 
time occurs about sunset, and this is the lively spectacle we behold 
in our rural walks. It is then we commonly see them most freely, 
and displaying the greatest activity, especially In the pursuit of 
flies ; the nimble flight of the swallow or the swift, the one darting 
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hither and thither, with momentary sudden turns, Kke those of a 
greyhound, this way or that, tp snap its tiny prey; the other, a 
winged shot, as an arrow from the aroherV hand, too rapid for the 
eye to follow; besides theirless powerful cousin, tbemodest marten, 
whether its nest of clay he stuck against a house- wall, or it belong 
to the sand-marten species, burrowing its deep chamber but rustic 
bank of earth. The motions of this tribe are a most interesting 
study for the naturalist ; and that delightful writer, the Rev. 
Gilbert White, of Seibome, has filled several of his most agreeable 
pages with the charming topic. He was, to be sure, as many writers 
upon other .themes were a hundred years ago, totally mistaken in 
some of his opinions; but we like him none the worse for that, as 
it gratifies the self -complacency of the modem age, when “ school- 
boys laugh at the jargon which deceived Bacon.’* The fancied 
hybernation of swallows is an exploded delusion. Their rule of 
annual migration from the north coast of Africa, usually arriving 
here about the middle of April, was perfectly recognised by Gilbert 
White, whose brother, residing in Spain, furnished some useful 
notices of their passage in spnng-time. He had also paid much 
attention to the dates and the maimer of their autumnal departure 
for a southern clime. But he was misled by a fe w ill-authenticated 
stories of birds found herein astute of torpidity during our English 
winter, and being. revived by warmth, aa is probably the case, with 
certain insects and reptiles. 

Our British birds, whose daily course of life has been slightly 
reviewed, are the best vocalists to bo hoard in any region of the 


earth ; of course, including the nightingale, which is a bird of 
passage, coming to ua yearly from Greece, Syria, Persia, and India, 
whither she returns for the winter season. But we cannot boast an 
equal superiority in the merit of beautiful plumage for the birds of 
this country. It is to the tropical forest regions of the Malay 
Islands or South America that we must look for those magnificent 
creatures of the parrot tribe, the macaw, the lory, and the 
parrakeet, and the exquisitely pretty finches, that claim so much 
admiration at our Zoological Society's Gardens. The most richly 
coloured of our native birds is tho rather handsome kingfisher, who 
cuts a dash with his shining green and blue livery, as wo have often 
seen him, driving post-bast^ along tho course of a pleasant stream 
well known to us in Devonshire, upon some errand lie would not 
stop to explain. He is, like some other gay personages, an elegant 
figure to look at when lie goes abroad, but a nasty, sordid, shabby 
fellow at home. If ever you peeped into a kingfisher's private 
abode, which is merely some old hole in tho river bank, deserted by 
the water rat, and serving instead of a nest, you must have sickened 
at the filthy heap of fish-bones and garbage, vomited by its foul 
tenant for*’ the procreant cradle of the kingfisher’s young. The 
* * halcyon," forsooth ! a graceful, classical name for this unworthy 
creature — was anciently believed such a favourite of tho gods as to 
ensure fair weather at sea while this bird's eggs were hatched in 
some far inland recess. And it was a superstition of the Middle 
Ages that its body hung up in your kitchen or parlour would serve 
to indicate tho changes of the wind, as Shakspeare in “ King Leah ” 
speaks of fluttering courtiers — 

Who turn their halcyon beaks 
With every gale and vary of their musters. 

But. we liavo no scruple in declaring that the kingfisher is a snob, 
for all his brilliant outside. There is a largo Indian bird, one of the 
same tribe as the stork and heron, which is not particularly nice iu 
its habits, but is really useful to the troops in our military canton- 
ments. It has been promoted, as it were, to a brevet rank, and 
bears the title of adjutant, for its punctual appearance on parade. 
The services it actually performs are less dignified, being those of a 
scavenger in the removal of butcher’s offal. With its bald head 
and bare nock, having a raw fleshy appearance, its presence is 
scarcely ornamental to the barrack -yard. Its native name is the 
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ture of more than one million sterling, which in the estimate 
adopted by the authefi of “ Covert-side sketches, ’* a recently 
published volume containing much information upon this subject. 

As a manly, healthy, and tolerably harmless recreation, which 
serves to keep up a good breed of horses, and to encourage the 
accomplishment or bold and skilful riding, ther^is much to be said 
on behalf of this characteristic English sport. It inky, indeed, be 
commended in preference to wholesale shooting massacres of 
feathered or four-footed game, in artificial preserves, where the 
battue has superseded the exercise of sportsmanlike ingenuity, and 
the use of dogs, with their admirable instinct of search and faculty 
of scent. The foxhunter does little or no real mischief to the agri- 
culturist, either in the early days of his amusement, when he is 
after the cubs for ah odd day or two, before the woods have lost 
their summer verdure, or in tho regular season from November to 
the spring-time, when three or four days a week of good runs across 
country may be enjoyed in favourable weather. There are, it is 
well known, extensive districts in the midland, northern, and 
western shires, where landlords and farmers have long agreed to give 
ample facilities, in their method of fencing and other details of 
land management, for this popular kind of diversion. A strict 
economist might take objection to any such interference 
with the ideal of profitable cultivation ; but, looking at the 
question of profit all round, and reckoning tho large sum* of 
money spent, as aforesaid, partly within the district, for the 
support of hunting, we are not prepared to say that there is any 
direct loss to the agricultural class. They are seldom heard to com- 
plain of foxes as they do of hares and rabbits. Leaving this point, 
however, to the Commission of Inquiry which is to find out the 
truth concerning all rustic business interests, let us briefly notice, as 
a conspicuous feature of English social history, two or three cele- 
brated local establishments of foxhunting whose glories have not 


yet passed away. 

The 4t Quom ’* and tho “Pytchloy ” are twin names at foremost 
renown in this illustrious department, but little more than names 
to a great many quiet middle-class people, who have never cared tp 
learn what and fwhero they| are, Quorndon Hall, near Charnwood 
Forest, towards tho border of Leicestershire and Derbyshire, was 
the seat of the* late Mr, Hugo Meynell, who hunted enthu- 
siastically during the second half of the last century. . He, in 1800, 
gave up the hounds to Lord Sefton, afterwards succeeded by Mr. 
Thomas Asahetou Smith, a famous sporting hero of the age, Mr. 
Osbaldeston, and others of more recent memory, holding the office 
of Master for a society of gentlemen subscribers. The Pyfcebley 
Hunt is so called from a little village in the heart of Northampton- 
shire, where it was established by Earl Spencer iu 1750, almost 
contemporaneously with the Quorn. This pack has likewise been 
administered by successive Masters of high reputation, amongst 
whom were another famous Mr. Thomas Smith, the late Mr, George 
Payne, Mr. Anstrutber Thomson, and the present Earl Spencer. 
The tracts of grass country, with suitable woodland coverts, and 
with fences and brooks of convenient height and width for leaping, 
which belong to the Quom and the Pytchley, are all that is to be 
desired. A short distance northwards lies the Belvoir Castle 
domain, on tho confines of Lincolnshire, and not far east of Not- 
tingham. Tho land is a deep and stiff day, which severely trios 
tho horses* strength in crossing ploughed fields. But the Duke of 
Rutland’s hounds are greatly admired ; their breed, with a rich 
mixture of colouring, block, white, and tan, and with perfection of 
form, is preserved in the utmost purity. The Cottesmore, of which B 
hunt Lord Carington is now Master, commands a fine open 
country in the neighbourhood of Stamford. These ore the principal 
associations for hunting purposes in that famous region of the 
East Midlands which is fondly called “the Shires** by sporting 
men. It lies within a hundred miles of London, between the Great 
Northern and the London and North-Western Railway lines, while 
the Midland Bailway passes very near to the Quom Kennchf , 
Melton Mowbray ana Market Harborough are notable places of 
sojourn for hunting gentlemen who patronise one or another of 
these packs. Still farther on, in the wealdcn parts of Lincolnshire 1 
and the East Biding of Yorkshire, good packs of dogs aa well as 
good horses will be seen afield m pursuit of that useful animal, the 
fox, without whom the horses and dogs would have no raiwnd'Hre. 

In the West of England, though many second-rate packs are kept 
on foot, the only celebrated or fashionable one is the Badminton, 
which has passed from the Duke of Beaufort's management to that 
of the Marquis of W orcester. Londoners may perhaps be aware that 
foxhunting, such as it is, does take place almost within the metro- 
politan postal district, fust beyond Harrow, in the one direction, 
and Croydon in the other. On the Brighton Downs, also. there is 
a tolerable style of preparation and performance suitable to the 
middle chiss of amateurs. Non outvie homini contingit aim the 
“Shires.'* 

French huntsmen, as shown in one of our coloured pictures, 
enjoy their triumph in the killing of the wolf, by the aid of power* 
ful hounds, which run down the savage beast at sight after being 
led to his lair by tracking his footsteps in the snow. ’The wolf is 
often sometimes dispatched with a rifle shot, and he deserves no 
more respectful consideration, This ferocious animal has, been 
known, even in recent times, to appear tn the afreets of a village or 
country town* . -

All inland letters must be prepaid in stamps. A letter posted unpaid is 
chargeable on delivery with double postage ; and tf insufficiently prepaid is 
chargeable with doable the deficiency. 

GENERAL POSTAL UNION. 

In accordance with the provisions of an international treaty concluded 
at Berne in 1873, the whole of tbe States of Europe, the United States 
of America, the Argentine Confederation, and Egypt were formed into a 
General Postal Union for the reciprocal exchange of correspondence, and 
adopted low and uniform rates of correspondence dispatched from one 
State to another. These provisions extend to letters, pout cards, news- 
papers and other printed papers, patterns of merchandise, and legal and 
commercial documents 

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN LETTERS. 

Full particulars of the rat cm of xiaftUge on letters to the colonies and 
foreign countries Will be found in the British Postal Guide, published 
quarterly, price Sixpence. 

To some countries prepayment of the postage is compulsory. In others 
the whole of the postage cannot be prepaid. 

A letter posted unpaid, or paid only in part, directed to go by a route by 
which prepayment i* compulsory, is returned to the writer, unless there is 
another route by which prepayment is not required, in which case the letter 
w sent by tbe latter route. Letters, however, for Australia and New 
Zealand, if prepaid as much as one rate (even though the prepayment be 
insufficient), are not detained, but are forwarded charged with the deficient 
postage and an additional rate. 

A letter posted insufficiently prepaid for a place to which prepayment is 
optional is sent forward charged ; the value of the stamps, however, being, 
as a rule, taken into account. 

The same rates are chargeable 4n this country upon unpaid or insufficiently 
paid letters received from the above-named places. 

No letter for any colony or foreign country may be above two feet in 
length or one foot in width or depth. 

Letters, &e ,for Brazil. Montevideo, Peru, Bolivia, and Chili, if specially 
directed “ By Hupp Into Hilary Mall, lloi demux,” and popled in time for 
dispatch from London by the Day Mail of Friday, will Ui due course oven - 
take, at Bordeaux, the packet dispatched from Liverpool on the previous 
Wednesday. 

Letters for wuch places in Turkey and Asia Minor as have no Austrian 
powt office should be addressed to the care of an agent raiding ia the nearest 
port at which an Austrian post office has been established. Letters tor 
places on the Persian Gulf are forwarded via Bombay, if specially directed 
by that route and prepaid the rates of postage i or Bombay. 

Letters tor Russia should have the name of the town added in either 
English, French, or German ; and they should bea; as a part of their 
address the name of the provmee or govei vnu ut in which they are situated. : 
In addressing all letters, Arc., for Itu-nm the name of the place of destina- 
tion, as well as the government in which hucIi place is situated, must, be 
correctly given ; and, further, the addrtiw must be plainly written. Lf these 
conditions be not complied with, the Russian Post Office declines to under- 
take the delivery of the correspondence. 

No letters containing gold or silver money, jewels, or precious articles, or 
anything liable to Customs dutns. can be sent, even if registered, to any 
country of the General Postal Union. 

INLAND BOOK POST. 

The postage is one halfpenny for every 2oz. or part of that weight. 

A packet posted wholly unpaid is charged with doubly the book postage ; 
and u posted partially prepaid, with double the deficiency.

I publications, photographs {when not on glass or in cases containing glass or 
: any like substance), drawings, prints, or maps, and any quantity of paper, 
i or any other substance in ordinary use for writing or printing upon; and 


PAYMENT OF POBT-OFFTCS? ORDERS THROUGH BANKERS. 
Any money order made payable to any person or persons whomsoever at a 
post office in any city, tffivn, or place within the united Kingdom xuay be 
presented for payment by or through any banker or bankers, either at such 
po»t office at which the name is made payable or at the chief money-order 
office in London, notwithstanding that the form of receipt on such money 
order may not bear any signature purporting to be the signature of the 


person or persons to whom such money order is mudo^ayable, provided that 
the name of the banker or bankers by or through whom such money Order 
is presented for payment, be written or stamped upon the face thereof, and the 
name of such banker or bankers so written or stamped as aforesaid shall be 
accepted at such post office or chief money-Order office as a sufficient receipt 
for the amount of such money order.

amount of such money order from the account of her Majesty’s Postmaster- 
General at the Rank of England to the account at the same bank of such 
banker or bankers, by op through whom sir'll money order is presented for 
payment as aforesaid; but such payment shall nevertheless be subject to

not bo sent as a separate packet., 

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN BOOK POST* 

Tbe limit of size for a b«ok- packet addressed to any place abroad is 
24 in. in length and 12 in. In width or depth. 

Whatever is allowed to be sent in an inland book-packet may be sent in a 
book-packet to plooes abroad, except that water-colour drawings arc not 
allowed to be sent in a book-packet to France or Algeria. 

No writing or manuscript mark, however, beyond the name and address 
of the pennon to whom it » sent is admissible in or upon a packet for- 
warded vift France to the Argentine Confederation, Bolivia. Chili, Ecuador, 
Hayti, Mexico. Paraguay, Peru, St, Thomas, Uruguay, United States of 
Colombia, or Venezuela, 

FOREIGN CARD POST. 

Foreign post-Cards may be send to Canada and to all the oountries com- 
prised in the General Postal Union, with the exception of British India. 

The postage of a card min every ease one half the rate for a single letter. 

Foreign poet-cords wit! an impressed stamp of l id. each are sold at that 
rate, and are transmissible to' the majority of the countries the Union 
without extra charge.

10 a.m. to 4 p ,m., be prepaid in money, provided the amount be never less 
than £1, and that the letters and book-paekete be tied in bundles repre- 
sparing a postage of 6s. each, with the addresses arranged in the «me 
direction, 

I /etters to places abroad must be prepaid wholly in stamps. 

Newspapers, book-packets, and sample-packcte for places abroad can also 
be prepaid only by means of stamps ; the prepayment being compulsory. 

British pcwtage-stauipp,, though available for all letters, «e., going out of 
this country’, are not, m* a general rule, available for letters, #c., coming 
into it ; the principal exception being in the case of letters posted by naval 
officers, maujaes, and Heaimxi serving abroad, which, if posted in the ship’s 
bag, must be prepaid by means of British postage-stamps. 

REGISTRATION (INLAND AND FOREIGN.) 

The fee for registering a letter, ‘newspaper, or book-packet passing 
between any two place* m the United Kingdom is twopence.

Every letter to bo registered should be presented at the counter, and a 
receipt obtained for it, and should on no account be dropped into the letter- 
box.

There have beon 20 by-elections during the past twelve months, as shown 
in our Record of Remarkable Occurrences ; and it will be noted that each 
political party has improved its position iu seven constituencies, but the 
balance of advantage remains with the Liberals, who have won three seats 
to their opponents’ one. Thirteen of the elections were occasioned by the 
death or retirement of Liberals, seven being duo to Conservative vacancies. 
The state of the representation in each of the kingdoms and the principality 
is indicated below. In Norwich there is a vacancy, but the Liberals are 
ei edited with the seat, on they lost held it.

PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCIES. 

In England the number of county electors is 816,317, of whom 68,386 
belong to the three divisions of the West Riding of Yorkshire. \ Middlesex 
*has the next largest number, 29,949 electors ; and Rutland tht smallest, 
1718, Wales has 67,332 county electors; and the totul for Lie united 
counties of England and Wales is 883,649. Coming to the ifics and 
boroughs, Iaunbeth heads the list of the metropolitan constituencies y’h 
60,511 electors; Hackney being second, with 44,723. Finsbury ha» 43,756 
eloctoi's ; the Tower Hamlets, 41,464; Marylebone, 33.020 : Chelsea, 28,300; 
the city of London, 22,916 ; Southwark, 22,839: Greenwich, 21,082 ; arid the 
city of Westminster, 18,947. Birmingham has 65,506 electors on the 
register ; Liverpool lies 61,026; the city of Manchester, 60,468; Leeds, 
49,074' Sheffield, 39,270 ; Bradford, 27,(40; the city and county of Bristol, 
24,99*1 ; Kingston -upon -Hull. 25,749; Newcostle-on-Tyne, 24,<M9; Salford, 
23,411 ; Wolverhampton, 23,813, Oldham, 21.048; and Wednosbury, 20.846. 
Marlborough is tlie smallest borough in Rnglund, having only 689 electors 
on the ieg ister. The number of electors in the cities and boroughs of 
England amounts altogether to 1,490,507. The total number for Wales is 
60,812- Swansea, Ac , heading the list with 14,811 electors, Brecon having 
only 613. The. grand total of electors for the boroughs of England and 
Wales is 1,663,319. 

The Universities of Oxford, of Cambridge, and of London show a total 
of 13,031 electors, of whom 6221 belong to Cambridge, 4963 to Oxford, und 
1847 to London. Iieland possewes a county regia tor of 172,570 electors, of 
whom 16,364 belong to county Cork. Louth has only 2206 electors on the 
register. The cily of Belfast shows the largo register of 20,163 electors ; 
nod the smallest borough is Portarlington, with 142 electors. Trinity 
College, Dublin, numbers 3172 electors on its register ; and the total number 
of Parliamentary electors in Ireland is 231,289. The county constituencies 
of Scotland have a total of 92,310 elector* on the register; Lanark (with its 
two divisions, north and south) has altogether 13.939 elector* ; and Suther- 
land shows a list of only 818. The Burgh constituencies have altogether 
204,142 electors, of whom 28,342 belong to Edinburgh, and 61,069 to Glasgow. 
The Universities of Edinburgh ami St. Andrew’s have together a roll of 
6738 electors, while those of Glasgow and Aberdeen number 6761, or a total 
of 11,489 electors. The summary of electors for Scotland gives a total of 
307,941.

ECLIPSES IK THE YEAR 1860. 

During the year 1880 there are six Eclipses— viz., four of the Bun and two 
of the Moon. 

The first is a Total Eclipse of the Snn, on Jan. 11 , but invisible from every 
part of Europe. The eclipse begins in longitude 153'f deg east of ( Greenwich, 
and latitude 4 deg. 40 win. N, at 8h. lm. p m., Greenwich mean time. The 
total eclipse begins at Oh. 4m. p.m., in longitude 142 deg. 25 min. east of 
Greenwich, in latitude 15 deg. 27 min. N. The total eclipse ends at ft minutes 
afteHnul night, in longitude 109 A deg. W. of Greenwich, in latitude 41 deg. 
60 min. N ; and the eclipse cuds at lb 8m. on the morning of the 12th, in 
longitude 119 deg., in latitude 3lA deg. N. 


The second Eclipse is a Total Eclipse of the Moon on J une 22, occurring 
early in the afternoon, when the Moon here is below the horizon, and con* 
eequently it is invisible from Europe. The eclipse begins at Oh. Iftrn. p.m. ; 
the beginning of total eclipse at 32 minutes after 1 ; the middle of the 
eclipse will be at 50 minutes after 1 ; the end of total eclipse will be 
9 minutes after 2 ; and the end of the eclipse will be 25 minutes after 3 pm. 
At these times the M/'on will be in the zomth of plaoes whose east longitudes 
are 175 deg. 46miu., 157 deg. 23 min., 153 deg. 0 min., 148 deg. 35 min., and 
130 deg. 11 min., and whose south latitudes ore 24 deg. 9 min., 24 deg. 4 min., 
24 deg.

The third Eclipse will be on July 7, but invisible from Kuroi>o. It will bo 
an Annular Eclipse of the Bun. Tfc begins on the Earth generally at 
43 minutes after lOh. a m , in longitude 59 deg. 40 min. west of Greenwich, 
and latitude 22J_deg. south, 

The Central Eclipse begins at 31 minutes after noon, in 05 dog. west 
longitude and 52 deg, south latitude. 

The Annular Eclipse ends ut 50 minutes after 1 p.m., in 8 deg, west longi- 
tude and GG£ deg. south latitude. 

The Ecliptic ends at 37 minutes after 3h.jp.ro. 

At the Cape of Good Hope u Partial Eclipse will be visible. 

The fourth Eclipse will be u Partial Eclipse of the Bun on the early morn- 
ing of Dec. 2, invisible from England. 

It, begins on the Earth generally ut 45 minutes after 2h. a,m , Greenwich 
time, tn longitude 13.J deg. west of Greenwich, and latitude 65 deg. south. 

The greatest phobe* but little more than a graze, will be util minutes 
after 3h. a m ; and the Eclipse will end at 38 minutes ill' Ur 3h, a.m. in longitude 
7 1 } deg. west, of Greenwich and latitude 67 deg.

BRITISH INDIA. 

The British Empire in India extends over a territory as large as the Con- 
tinent of Europe without ltussia, having an area of 1.486,319 square miles 
and a population of 240 millions. From Pesbawur, the northern frontier 
station, to Cape Comorin the distance is 1900 miles, and the some distance 
separates Karachi, the port of Hind, from Budiya, the frontier post, on the 
eastern border of Assam. Geographically, the country may be broadly 
divided into Northern and Southern India. Northern India, or Hindustan, 
lying at the foot of the Himalayas, and at retelling from sea to sea, compre- 
hends the noh alluvial plains watered by the Indus, the Ganges, the Lower 
Brahmaputra, and their tributaries. Southern India, or the Deccan, is a 
plateau of triangular shape and very old geological formation, bounded on 
two sides by the Malabar and Coromandel coasts, which converge at (Jape 
Comorin, and on thethirdby the Vindhya Mountains, north of the Narboddoh 
river. Throe tilths of this great Empire are under the direct rule of the 
British Government, and are divided for administrative purposes into eight 
provinces —viz , Bengal, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. the Pun- 
.iaub, the Central Provinces, British Bunn ah. Assam, Madras, and Bombay. 
The remaining two fifths are made up of a large number of native States, 
whose chiefs, one and all, acknowledge the suzerainty of her Imperial 
Majesty, “ Kafsar-LHind." Her Majesty’s rcpremmtHi ive is styled the 
Viceroy and Governor-General, his relations withNJp Home Government 
being regulated by Act 21 and 22 Viet. c. 106, wlitth tilths Stilted the 
authority of a Secretary of State for India, aided by a Counoil or fifteen 
members, for that of the Emt India Company and the Board of Control.
